RMY officers,' whatever their nationality 
and regardless of the school of military 
tactics in which they have been trained, 


are brothers all in that ancient profession, the ( 


most glorious and honorable for gentlemen, ac- 
cording to the tenets of aristocratic lineage, while 
being at the same time the most idealistic in tts 
demands for courage, self-sacrifice and devotion 
to duty. 

In the qualities of individual character, the 
apirit of fraternity is as highly developed as that 
of personal bravery. 

The men now engaged in the deadly game of 
actual warfare near the French and Russian fron- 
tiers, whether fighting together or arrayed sgainst 
one another, are so outspoken in commending the 
brilliant moves made by their adversaries as to 


cause astonishment among the people not inti-~ 


mately acquainted with military life. 

The admiration which the commanding Generals 
of the allies have given to the Germans is, how- 
ever, but the echo of what they have been ex- 
pressing for nearly fifty years, since the military 
machine of Von Moltke and Von Roen swept for- 
ward to the astounding victories of 1870 in the 
Franco-Prussian War. 

The German army since then has been the 
model for all military men. 

Lord Wolseley and Lord Roberts vainly sought 
to arouse the English people and Government to 
the necessity of reforming the British army to 
meet the German standard. 

The French and the Russians were not so loud 
in their praise, but were no less active. Military 
officers attached for short periods of a few years 
in foreign countries for the purpose of studying 
army organization have sought to go to Berlin 
in preference to any other capital of the world. 
The German military machine, before the war 
began, was acknowledged as the most perfect 
ever’known in the history of the world. 


Militarism Forced on the Germans. 
T HE reason was self-evident. Geographically

ereasing power becoming an inevitable menace to } 


the other great Powers, the German sovereign, 
the German Government and the German people 
have necessarily become exponents of militarism. 
The whole nation, with Teutonic energy, high 
intelligence, patience and discipline, kept nothing 
back which was demanded in perfecting this mar- 
velous machine. Universal conscription was ac- 
cepted as a matter of course in Germany and en- 
thusiastically sustained, where in other countries 
it was fought tooth and nail. High taxation to 
provide funds for the army was accepted as a 
matter of course by the people of the Fatherland, 
Ww elsewhere it was resisted with loud de- 
munciation and generally evaded. It was no idle 
boast when Germans today say that they will 
give their last drop of blood and their last piece 
of money for the success of their army in this 
war. The commanding officers of the allies know 
it to be true, and if they do defeat the army of 
the Kaiser they will not minimize their victory. 
The Kaiser himself is known:to be away from 
Berlin, at, or close to, the headquarters of his 
General Staff. The exact whereabouts has been 
kept secret. With him have gone his Chancellor, 
Yon Bethmann-Hollweg; his Foreign Secretary, 
Von Jagow, as well as the Minister of War, Gen. 
von Falkenheyn, and the Chief of Staff, Field 
Marshal von Moltke, the nephew of the hero of 
1879. This is in accordance with Bismarck’s ideas, 
carried out in the Franco-Prussian War, 
which brought him to Sedan‘to receive the sword 


of Napoleon IIL.

Prince had to serve as a common clerk in the 
Ministry of War, getting up at 7 o’clock in order 
to be at his desk in time for his exacting duties 
and being shown no favors, except that he was 
allowed to take important documents home with 
him to study them at night. 


Bavarian Crown Prince in Lorraine. 
HE Crown Prince, in command of the Wurt- 
i temberg contingents of the army, was sent 
into Alsace-Lorraine at the beginning of 
hostilities, and the first news of a German suc- 
cess came from that quarter, assoclated also with 
the mame of a royal Prince. Fut he was the 
Crown Prince of Bavaria, whose soldiers made 
a brilliant attack in the battles carried on along 
the front of some forty-five miles between Metz 
and Saarburg, which ended in victory for the Ger- 

mans Aug. 20 

Crown Prince Rupert, the future King of Ba- 
varia, who celebrated his forty-fifth birthday Jast 
May, entered the army when he was 17 and re- 
ceived a minor appointment, but he became a 
Lieutenant-Colonel at 22 and a Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral at 34.

We feel like you do about it. They have not 
only shamed St. Louis, but have rendered our 
condition more difficult by creating in the nind 
of the patriotic citizens, who have purchased in 
small quantities, the impression that it’s a game 
for gain. 

When the Buy-a-Bale movement started the 
orice was to be 10 cents, and the B. M. L. also 
left that impression for awhile. 

When the Kennett Commercial Club asked Mis- 
sourians to “Buy a Missouri Bale” it asked the B. 
M. Il. to add a line to its coupon so that the pur 
ohaser might designate his choice of Missouri cot- 
ton, or other state, for that matter. 

We also asked the privilege of sending a com- 
mittee before the B. M. L. that we might be heard. 
Neither request has had the courtesy of a reply. 
but we have noticed that no orders'for less than 
100 bales will give the purchaser the privilege of 
naming where his order is to be placed. 

This territory belongs to Missouri, and has al- 
ways béen loyal to Missouri. It is hit as hard by 
present cotton prices as any section of like area 
tm any portion of the South. 

We would prefer to extend a helping hand to 
Missourians first. It wouldn’t take much help. 
comparatively speaking, to take care of the six 
ectton counties of Missouri first and then put the 
remainder in the South, 

St. Loulg its ail right. The Post-Dispatch, 
Times and Republic have treated us fair, and we 
foel that St. Louis has her heart in the right 
place, but whoever controls the B. M. L. should 
and will be remembered by the cotton section of 
Missouri as having failed to help. 

We say “embarrassed” because we are not 
busted, scared nor stampeded. We have met dif- 
ficulties before. We have fought floods 4ug 
drains, built levees and abolished the swamps of 
Missouri. 

We carry dented shields and broken lances that 
show we have been helping make Missouri, and, 
ef course, St. Louls. 

We would rather help make St. Louis than Chi- 
cago or New York.

A CONFESSION OF SAVAGERY. 

Establishment of an international court, to de- 
termine issues between nations, has long been 
ably advocated by great statesmen, scientists, 
scholars and artists and by the Socialist party 
with its 20,000,000 members in all lands. 

Its advocates have urged that appeals to this 
court would replace appeals to arms, thus abol- 
ishing war with its hideous brutality and its awful 
waste. 

The plea upon which the desire for an interna- 
tional court has been denied ig a confession of 
savagery. It is, that there are some issues, of 
“honor,” which no nation can submit to the ar- 
bitrament of an impartial tribunal without ‘‘loss 
of self respect.” 

That is the argument not of civilization, but 
of savagery. “Honor” which can be satisfied 
only by sending thousands of men to slay each 
other is not honor, but dishonor. It is a false pre- 
tense. Back of the alleged issue of “honor” lurks 
the base real issue of personal gain for the politi- 
cians who control governments, and for the land- 
ed, industrial, financial and aristocratical olf- 
garchies which control the politicians. 

The honor of the red, brown or black savage, 
which he satisfies by himself engaging in mortal 
combat with his enemy, is entitled to far more 
sympathetic criticism than the “honor” of gov- 
erning oligarchies which do not risk their own 
hides, but use their control of governments to 
force armies of humbler men into mutual 
slaughter. 

War will be abolished only when these armies 
of humbler men have first abolished the oli- 
garchies which control their government. 

Proof that there {is no natural “race hatred” be- 
tween men of the several great dominant racial 
groups is afforded by the fact that here in this 
American melting pot men of all the breeds work 
side by side, are helpful neighbors and loyal 
friends—when not played upon by self-seeking 
political demagogues. These self-seeking, self- 
appointed leaders delay the dawn of lasting peace. 
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MISTAKEN IDENTITY. 

The Petit Parisien reports that a French bull, 
let out of a pasture which German troops were 
approaching, killed 18 of them before it succumbed 
to many bullets and bayonet thrusts. 

We fear the Petit Parisien is in error concern- 
ing the origin of the animal. Our guess is that 
it was an Irish bull. 
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NOT A CENT FOR SPECULATION. 

The Post-Dispatch protested against any form 
of speculation by committees or agents handling 
funds contributed to purchase cotton for the re- 
lief of Southern planters. The money should 
go into the hands of the distressed cotton grow- 
er at a fixed price which will give a fair return 
for his labor and investment—the price generally 
fixed is $50 a bale. Whether storage or insurance 
charges should be taken out of the $50 or should 
be assessed on the purchaser should be determined 
by the conditions of the contribution, but the 
price should not be reduced below that sum. No 
cotton should be bought at distress prices. 

There is a danger, however, that when commit- 
tees or agents pay the fixed price that the money 
will not find the right hands. In the Southern 
towns are petty speculators or agents of cotton 
buyers who are ready and willing to squeeze blood 
money out of both the planters and the contrib- 
utors of the buy-a-hbale movement. They are 
looking for chances to buy cotton at the lowest 
possible price from distressed planters and then 
sell it to philanthropic buyers at $50 a bale. These 
speculators should be cut out. Every precaution 
should be taken to prevent their sordid schemes. 

It would be wise for buy-a-bale committees or 
individuals who are buying cotton to help the 
South to make sure that the full price goes to 
the cotton grower by purchasing only through re- 
liable local organizations or bankers. Instruc- 
tions should be given to these reliable local men 
to buy directly from the planters. It is probable 
that bankers in the towns where committees are 
not operating can handle the funds under these 
instructions to best advantage. They are likely 
to know local conditions better than anyone else. 

‘The whole movement will be discredited and fai) 
unless money contributed is put into cotton at a 
fair price and goes directly to the planters.

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THE CHILD AND THE BONFIRE. 

Dr. F. Pabst, physician to the Coroner of New 
York, says that in a little more than two weeks 
18 children were burned to death in that city, 
owing to accidents in which their clothing caught 
fire. And all could have been saved at a cost of 
25 cents each, he says. This is the way he would 
have saved them: 

‘Dissolve a pound of ammonium phosphate in 
water and soak the clothes of the children in 
the solution. The clothing will remain rire- 
proof until washed. 

This is worth remembering. At no other time 
of the year is the danger of the clothing of chil- 
dren taking fire as great as in the fall, when dead 
leaves are burned.

cathedral at Rheims probably can be restored, 
though, of course, at enormous cost, is good news. 
The world sustains a great loss in the burning of 
the old carved woodwork, which can never be re- 
placed. It sustains a greater loss in the shatter- 
ing of the stained glass, of which only a small 
part can be patched together again. Existing 
treasures in this beautiful medieval stained glass 
were greatly reduced by Cromwell's soldiers, who 
delighted in shooting the windows out of English 
churches. 

But, after all, the great feature that gave Notre 
Dame of Rheims distinction over all other cathe- 
drals was its stonework. Its walls and ornate fa- 
cades were made a part of a great array of ex- 
hibits assembled by Dr. James J. Walsh in sup- 
port of his contention that of all centuries the 
thirteenth was the greatest—the century when 
wondrous churches were built, great universities 
founded, a start on representative government 
made in the signing of the Magna Charta and 
many forms of art reached an amazing perfection. 
Of the Rheims Cathedral, Dr. Walsh said: 

It was at Rheims that sculpture reached 
itg acme of accompl'shment and architects 
have been unetin in their praise of this 


feature of what may be called the capitol 
church of Franes.

The news that the badly damaged walls of the

stiff and emaciated. To convince ourselves 
of the contrary we need only to study the 
marvelous sculptures of the meeting between 
Abraham and Melchisedeck in Rheims Cathe- 
dGral, or in the same cathedral the Visitation, 
the Seated Prophet, the Standing Angel. What 
can we see in these that is stiff, sickly or 
puny? The art that has most affinity with 
perfect Gothic is neither Romanesave nor By- 
santine, but the Greek art of from 600 to 
450 B. C. 


That so few specimens of Greek art survive 


many Savage wars of the past has been one of 
the world’s grievances. jt would be further cause 
of deep grievance if those kindred sculptures at 
Rheims were shattered in a single war. 


WAR: THE TRIUMPH OF BAXBARISM. 
By Guy de Maupassant. 

At the mere mention of the word war, I am 
seized with a sense of bewilderment. as though 
I heard ot witchcraft, of the inquisition, of some 
far distant thing, ended long ago, abominable and 
monstrous, against all natural law. 

When we talk of cannibals, we proudly smile 
and proclaim our superiority over these savages. 
Which are the savages, the true savages? Those 
who fight to eat the vanquished or those who 
fight to kill, only to kill? 

The gallant little soldiers running about over 
there are ag surely doomed to death as the flocks 
of sheep driven along the road by the butcher. 


They will fall on some plain, with their heads’ 


split open by sabre cuts or their chests riddled by 
bullets, and yet they are young men, who might 
work, produce something, be useful. Their fath- 
ers are old and poverty-stricken, their mothers, 
who during 20 years have loved them, adored 
them as only mothers can adore, may perchance 
hear in six months or a year that the son, the 
child, the big fellow, reared with so much care, at 
such an expense and with so much Iove, Khas been 
cast in a hole like a dead dog, after having been 
ripped open by a bullet and trampled, crushed, 
mangled by the rush of cavalry charges. Why 
have they killed her boy, her beautiful boy, her 
sole hope, her pride, her life? She cannot under- 
stand. Yes, indeed, why? 

War! fighting! slaughtering! butchering men! 
And to think that now, in our own century, with 
all our civilization, with the expansion of selence 
and the height of philosophy to which the human 
race is supposed to have attained, we should have 


schools in which we teach the art of killing, of } 


killing from a distance, to perfection, numbers of 
people at the same time; poor devils, innocent 
men, fathers of families, men of untarnished rep- 
utation. The most astounding thing is that the 
people do not rise up against the governing power. 
What difference is there then betwecn monarchies 
and republics? And what is more astounding 
still, why does society not rise up bodily in rebel- 


‘lion at the word “war’? 


Ah! We shall ever continue to live borne down 
by the old and odious customs, the criminal 
prejudices, the ferocious ideas of our barbarous 
forefathers, for we are but animals, and we shall 
remain animals, led only by instinct, and that 
nothing will ever change. 

Should we not have spurned any other than Vic- 
tor Hugo, who should have launched forth the 
grand cry of deliverance and truth? 

“Today might ig called violence, and is begin- 
ning to be condemned; war is arraigned. Civiliza- 
tion, at the demand of humanity, directs an in- 
quiry and indicts the great criminal brief against 
conquerors and generals. The nations are begin- 
ning to understand that the aggrandizement of a 
crime can in no way lessen it; that to murder a 
great many does not create any extenuating cir- 
cumstances; that if robbery is a disgrace, inva- 
sion cannot be a giory. 

“Ah! Let us proclaim the peremptory truth, let 
us dishonor war.” 

Idle anger, poetic indignation! 
venerated than ever. 

A clever artist in such matters, a slaughtering 
genius, M. de Moltke, replied one day to some 
peace delegates in the following extraordinary 
words: 

“War is holy and of divine institution; it {s one 
of the sacred laws of nature; it keeps alive in men 
all the great and noble sentiments, honor, disin- 
terestedness, virtue, courage; in one word, it 
prevents them from falling into the most hideous 
matertalism.”’ 

Therefore to collect a herd of hundreds of thou- 
sonds of men, march day and night without res- 
pite, to think of nothing, study nothing, learn 
nothing, read nothing, be of no earthly use to any- 
one, rot with dirt, lie down in mire, Hke brutes in 
a continual besotment, pillage towns, burn vil- 
lages, ruin nations; then meeting another similar 
agglomeration of human flesh, rush upon it, shed 
lakes of blood, cover plains with pounded flesh 
mingled with muddy and bloody earth; pile up 
heaps of slain; have arms and legs blown off, 
brains scattered without benefit to anyone, and 
perish at the corner of some field while your old 
parents, your wife and children are dying of hun- 
ger; this is what is called not falling into the most 
hideous materialism! 

Warriors are the scourge of: the earth We 
struggle against nature and ignorance, against 
obstacles of all kinds, {mn order to lessen the hard- 
ships of our miserable existence. Men, benefac- 
tors, scholars wear out their lives toiling, seeking 
what may help, what may solace their brethren. 
Bager in their useful work, they pile up discov- 
ery on discovery, enlarging the human mind,’ ex- 
tending science, adding something each day to the 
stock of human knowledge, to the welfare, the 
comfort, the strength of their country. 

War is declared. In six months the generals 
have destroyed the efforts of 20 years’ patience 
and genius. And this ts what is called not falling 
into the most hideous materialism. 

We have seen war. We have seen men, mad- 
dened and gone back to their brute estate, killing 
for mere pleasure, killing out of terror, out of 
bravado, from sheer ostentation. Then, when 
right no longer exists, when all notion of justice 
has disappeared, we have seen ruthlessly shot 
down innocent beings who, picked up along ths 
road, had become objects of suspicion simply be- 
cause they were afraid. We have seen dogs as 
they lay chained up at their master’s gate killed 
in order to try a new revolver; we have seen 
cows riddled with bullets as they lay in the fields, 
without reason, only to fire off guns, just for 
fun. 

And this {s what ts called not falling into the 
most hideous materialism. To invade a country, 
to kill the man who defends his home on the plea 
that he wears a smock and has no forage cap on 
hie head, to burn down the houses of the poor 
creatures who are without bread, to break, to 
steal furniture, drink the wine found in the cel- 
lars, violate the women found in the streets, con- 
sume thousands of francs’ worth of powder and 
leave behind misery and cholera. 

That is what is called not falling into the most 
hideous materialism. 

What have they ever done to show their fntellt- 
gence, these valiant warriors? Nothing. What 
heve they invented? Guns and cinnons. That is 
all. 

The inventor of the wheelbarrow, has he not 
done more for humanity by the simple and prac- 
tical idea of fitting a wheel between two poles 
than the inventor of modern fortifications? 

What remains of Greece? Bodks and marbies 
Is she great by what she conquered or by what she 
produced? Was it the invasion of the Persians 
that prevented her from falling into the most 
hideous materialism? Was it “the invasion of the 
barbarians that saved Rome and regenerated her? 

Did Napoleon the irst we frre ‘oat 
tellectual movement begun bj) 
the end of the last century?’ 

Well, yes, since governments assume the right 
of death over the people, there is aston- 
ishing in the people sometimes assuming the right 
of death over governinents.

Reports of investigations of cemplaints 
of fraudulent registrations, holding there | 
was no basis for Republican complaints | 
in one precinct and that there was rea-' 
son for Democratic complaints in two | 
precincts, were made public yesterday 
by the Board of Election Commissioners. 

Two clerks who visited a rooming 
house at 726 Morgan street, from which 
Republicans charged 58 Democrats had 
been improperly registered, reported 
they found that 656 of the persons regis- 
tered resided in the house and that there 
was nothing illegal about the registra- 
tion. Two of the 58, they said, were 
doubtful. Republicans charged that 
none of the men resided in the house two 
days before registration. : 

John W. Drabelle, chairman of the 
Election Board, a Democrat, said it 
would make no difference if the men had 
moved into the house the day before the! 
registration, as the board could only, 
determine whether they resided there | 
when they registered. The law requires 
no definite term of residence in the pre- 
cinct before a man has a right te reg- 
ister.

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NATIONAL FORCES 
TO AD FIGHT ON 
~ AMENDMENT NO. 1 


Popular Government League 
Joins State Organizations 
Against Anti-Single Tax 
Measure. 


National ferces, through the National 
Popular Government League, with head- 
quarters at Washington, will join in the 
camnpeign this fall against Amendment 
No. 1, proposed, to the Missouri Consti- 
tution, which they contend is miscalled 
the “anti-single tex amendment.” 

A speech in the Senate by Senator 
Robert L. Owen of Oklahoma, in which 
he condemns the amendment as a blow 
aimed at popular government, will be 
circulated in a pamphlet by the league. 
Other bodies that are organizing active 
campaigns against the amendment are: 
The Civic League of St. Louis, Com- 
merce Club of St. Joseph, the City Club 
of Kansas City, the State Federation of 
Labor, the Missouri Popular Govern- 
iment League and the Farmers’ Edu- 
cational and Co-operative Union. 

The St. Loulfs campaign, under the di- 
rection of the Civic League, will be 
opened tomorrow by the distribution 
of pamphlets among 300 organiza- 
tions in the city. The hostility to the 
single tax manifested in rural districts 
of the State, especially when the pro- 
posal was defeated two years ago, is 
the basis of support for Amendment No. 
1. Roger N. Baldwin, secretary of the 
Civic League, says efforts will be made 
to arouse strong opposition in the cities 
to overcome the country prejudice in 
faver of the amendment, growing out 
of the single tax fight, Baldwin de- 
clares. 

The Civic League pamphlet asserts the 
proposed amendment goes much further 
than merely to prohibit the adoption of 
a single tax plan. It provides for a sur- 
render of the power to change taxation 
laws by popular vote under the tinitia- 
tive and referendum, and, if adopted, 
its language forbids the public to “‘re- 
peal, amend or modify these provisions 
relating to taxation.” 

The pamphlet points out that in 1912 
single tax was defeated by a vote of 
598,137 against to 86,647 for, and that no 
real danger exists that this plan is likely 
to be carried by its advocates.

LONDON, Sept. 27, 5:30 a. m.—The 
Petrograd correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph has forwarded the following 
sermi-official statement: 

“The movement of German troops 
from East Prussia in the direction of 
Warsaw has come to nothing. In the 
Government of Suwalki (Russian Po- 
land) the Germans have suffered a seri- 
ous repulse. The left flank of the Rus- 
sian army has defeated the troops under 
the command of Gen. Von Hindenburg, 
near Suwalki.”’ 

“At the same time our troops won a 
complete victory at Mariampol and the 
attacking Germans were thrown back 
10 miles across the river Scheschupa, 
with a loss of many guns and prisoners. 
On the right flank at the Niemen River 
the battle ended in success for us at 
Bredniki, where a German attempt to 
cross the river was repulsed with great 
loss.” 

LONDON, Sept. 27, 4:50 a. m.—"‘A Zep- 
pelin airship made a raid on Warsaw 
at 6 o’ciock Saturday morning,” says 
the Warsaw correspondent of the Reu- 
ter Telegram Co. ‘‘The dirigible was 
shot down near the fortress Modlin and 
its crew was captured. The operators 
of the Zeppelin previousiy had dropped 
two bombs near the station of the Ka- 
lise railroad.

GERMAN STAFF 
CHARGES USE Ut 
DUMDUM BULLETS 


English Alleged to Have Said 
Cartridges Were Supplied 
for Revolvers.

MUNICH, Bavaria, Sept. %.—The Ger- 
man general staff made the following 
official announcement Sept. 3: 

“Our armies, as has already been 
stated, have taken from French and 
English prisoners thousands of infantry 
cartridges the front parts of which were 
hollowed deeply. Many of these cart- 
ridges were in the original packages. 

“The fact that these cartridges are 
made by machine is fully established 
by their appearance. In the fortress of 
Longwy such a machine was discovered. 
These cartridges were, therefore, deliv- 
ered to the army by the staff. English 
officers among the prisoners declare 
upon their honor that such cartridges 
were supplied for their revolvers. 3 

“Our wounded show the result of these 
dumdum bullets. While France and 
England have thus admitted to use am- 
munition of war in violation of The 
Hague convention, Germany has not. 
In the German army not a single dum- 
dum bullet has ever been used. 

Belgians Accused of Using Them. 

“Germany military experts insist that 
English and French soldiers and also 
| Belgian sharpshooters, have used dum- 
dum bullets. 

“Such a bullet causes large and rag- 
ged wounds. However, the effect is 
only noticeable at a range below 200 
meters (655 vards). If a human body is 
atruck withim that distance by a dum 
dum bullet it shows a widely torn and 
well spread wound which is hard to heal 
and oftentimes brings about blood poi- 
soning. At greater distances the effect 
is lessened and beyond 600 meters is 
scarcely noticeable. 

“Shooting with dumdum bullets inter- 
feres with straight shooting, and for 
that reason general use of such bullets 
is out of the question. 

“The English are the inventors of the 
dumdum bullets. In the British colonial 
wars, experiences showed the half-naked 
opponents did not seem to much mind 
ordinary bullets. Although wounded, 
they would continue to charge with their 
spears against the English and kill 
quite a number before the effect of the 


shots they had received became notice- 


able. 

“A similar experience is reported by 
huntsmen, whose small caliber shots be 
came ineffective against large animals. 

Bulletx Made in India. 

“After the British had fought against 
the wild mountain races south of Pa- 
mir, the English niade in the Govern- 
ment factory near Calcutta dumdum 
projectiles for military purposes, so 
that the wounded should be brought 
quicker to terms. They also used this 
in the Soudan war with great success, 
so that masses of the wounded died of 
blood poisoning. 

“After the third declaration of .'he 
Hague conference in 1889 most states 
agreed that dumdum bullets should pe 
barred in warfare. But Great Britain 
went her own way. Portugal followed 
the example, but, sad to say, the United 
States could not decide to sign the pro- 
tocol. The question might be asked: 

“How can Germany protect herself 
against the use of dumdum bullets? 
One need not look for results simply 
because of a protest raised by Ger- 
many. Al) that can be done is to de. 
mand extra compensation for German 
scidiers wounded by dumdum bullets.”’

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WOUNDED GERMAN 
SOLDIER RELATES 
HIS EXPERIENCES 


Tells Edwin Emerson It Is “‘Not 
So Bad” to Be Under 
Fire. 


By EDWIN EMERSON,

Dispatch in Germany.

MUNICH, Sept. 26.—During my 
visit to this city I met a member of 
the Bavarian field artillery, a native 
of Rosenheim, who had been wounded 
in battle, He gave me his impres- 
sions of his baptism of fire. 

“After we had been traveling for 
six hours, going in the direction of 
the French frontier,’ he said, “we 
arrived at Reiding Sunday, Aug. 9, 


and there we left our train. This 
place is locatec 10 kilometers (about 
six miles) from the French. frontier. 
Not far distant is the German town 
of Saarsburg. From afar we could 
hear the thunder of cannon. 

“We then went to Saar-Altdorr and 
were installed in rather good \Quar- 
ters. On Monday, Aug. 10, we went 
through Saarsburg, where the entire 
first regiment had been assembled, 
and in the direction of the frontier. 
It was midnight when we arrived 
at our destination, Cirey, France, 
and went into camp. The burning 
of the town of Belmont could plainly 
be seen in the distance. 

“The following day under a broil- 
ing sun, we continued our trip to- 
ward Petit-Mont, where the natives 
allowed us to sleep in haylofts. The 
next day we went under fire. It 
was not so bad after all. Three

shrapnels burst over us without do-, 


ing any damage, We started ahead 
again and saw evidences of the first 
street fight, which had taken place 
shortly before our arrival in the 
nearby town of Badonviller. Many 
houses were destroyed by fire, others 
were still smoking. In the streets 
were dead and wounded German and 
French soldiers. There were knap- 
sacks here and there in plenty, dead 
horses and many weapons. 
Shrapnel for French. 

“We drove through Badonviller 
with our revolvers in our hands. 
After we got through the town we 
sent shrapnel after the retiring 
Frenchmen, without being shot at 
ourselves. 

“The heat was terrible, and we be- 
came very much fatigued throwing 
up the earthworks. Then came half 
an hour’s rest, some water, and we 
were refreshed once more. 

“Suddenly, out of the town behind us. 
came the sound of artillery and infan- 
try fir® A party of Frenchmen had 
been hiding in the town and they were 
firing from the church tower and from 
the various buildings upon our soldiers 
who were in the town. We wheeled our 
cannon around and fired several shrap- 
nel shots, and the French firing ceased. 
The church tower was soon in flames. 

“We were now 30 kilometers (about 18 
miles) inside of France, and were in 
hopes of advancing still further, when, 
that night, an order came te us to re- 
turn to Cirey. It was a terrible but 
magnificent spectacle as we rattled 
throvgh Badonviller, where everything 
seemed to be in flames. 

Returned to Ctrey. 

“We waited about three days, retiring 
inch by inch, until we arrived again in 
Cirey, where we camped in a beautiful 
park and waited for the French attack. 

‘‘We learned officialiy that our 4ivi- 
sion had the difficult task of attacking 
a much stronger opponent. Then we 
were to retire until] we reached Ger- 
man territory behind Saarburg, where 
it was intended to give battle to the 
French with the German army corps 
which had gathered there. This plan 
finally materialized in the victorious 
battle in Lorraine. Our Bavarian divi- 
sion had lured the enemy on. 

“In Clrey we were attacked by the 
French with heavy infantry fire, 
which, however, did us no harm, since 
the Frenchmen shot entirely too high. 
The shrieking and the whistling of the 
infantry bullets as they passed through 
the trees Was terrible, but nobody be- 
ionging to our battery was wounded. 
Night set in, and under cover of dark- 
ness we were able to retire in the direc- 
tion of the German frontier. 

“The French followed us up, certain 
of victory. We retreated more and 
more, recrossed the German frontier and 
got into position behind Saarburg. 

Cannonade All Day. 

“In the meantime many army corps 
had been assembled, with an artillery 
line a kilometer long. The French had 
been lured into the open field. Aug. 18 
the cannon thundered along the entire 
line unt!il evening. 

“On Aug. 19 our battery had to take 
up a very much exposed position, where 
for more than half an hour the shots 
rained all around us. There I received 
my slignt wound. 

“When 1 got to Stuttgart during the 
early part of September, there had just 
arrived 28 French cannun which. had 
been captured by troops of Wuerttem- 
berg at Longwy. Since there were no 
horses available, members of the Land- 
wehr and Landsturm dragged the can- 
non, which had been decorated with 
flowers, through the city, amid the hur- 
rahs of an overjoyed multitude. In the 
court of the castle, where the cannon 
Were placed, the arrival of the Kings 
and Queen and other members of the 
roval household was cheered enthustas- 
tically.

The French cannon had not seen 
much use.

We had come out from Brussels for 
an afternoon drive, intending to return 
; that evening, but the fortunes of war 
were such that we went on and on, al- 
ways expecting to be stopped by the 
Germans, but always, by some strange 
stroke of luck, being allowed to pass 
further within the German lines. 

For three days we had _ continued 
southward and were now on the French 
frontier with the big guns of the Ger- 
mans thundering away at Maubeuge, 10 
miles away. We felt that we might go 
on to a point where the artillery was 
posted without being stopped or turned 
back. Our relations with the officers 
and soldiers we had previously met had 
been most pleasant, and we saw no 
reason to expect a change in their at- 
titude toward us. Whenever we got out- 
side the German lines we looked for- 
ward eagerly to again rejoining them. 

I have talked with a number of Ger- 
mans about the atrocities with which 
they are charged. Practically all of 
these alleged atrocities have occurred 
on Belgian soil. The German soldiers 
have been accused of murdering de- 
fenseless men and children, outraging 
women and even of inflicting the most 
barbarous of tortures upon the people. 

Germans Not Brutal. 

It is doubtless true that my attitude 
toward Germany has been influenced in 
{ts favor by the kind cf stories that 
have been sent out. I do not believe the 
'Germans have committeed atrocities. 
| During the time I have been with the 
i'German soldiers I have seen no evidence 
of a brutality of disposition among the 
soldiers or men. Their attitude toward 
citizens has been uniformly kind, so long 
as the citizens refrained from any hos- 
tile. act. 

In my own observation, covering about 
a hundred miles with the army for over 
two weeks, I have seen not the slight- 
est exhibition of brutality toward the 
Belgians. If brutality were a charac- 
teristic of the Germans I feel sure I 
should have seen evidences of it during 
that time. So far as | know, I have 
seen more of the German army in the 
fleld thany any other correspondent ex- 
cept the four who were with me, and 
the opinion of all of us coincides com- 
pletely in respect to the alleged 
atrocities. We are neither pro-German 
nor anti-German; in fact. those of us 
who have been anti-German &re less 
inclined to be so after having seen how 
unfairly the Germans have been slan- 
dered. 

In expressing my opinion as to the 
atrocities I am basing !t entirely upon 
my own observations. 1 have seen no 
evidence of brutality and have found, 
after investigation, that a number of 
atrocity stories were groundless.

By no stretch of the imagination could we have 
been considered very striking or very dashing in appearance. One was walk- 
ing, two were jogging along in a cart drawn by a motherly looking roan 
horse, and two were mounted upon cheap bicycles. All wore dusty and rather 
rumpled street clothes, wet with a drizzling rain, and the total of our field 


acts. If the Russians believe the Ger- 
mans are committing atrocities, they 
too, will commit them, and the conse- 
quences will be awful. 

Of course towns have been burned and 
citizens killed. There is no denying this. 
The Germans not only admit it, but jus- 
tify it as inevitable in carrying out a 
rule of warfare. 

The people are warned, however, that 
any attack upon the soldiers will be vit- 
ited with unrelenting punishment in 
which the innocent may possibly suf- 
fer along with the guilty; that if any 
person fires upon or molests German 
troops, that person will be shot on the 
spot, and that all persons suspected of 
harboring or aiding him will also be 
shot; finally, that if any shots are fired 
from the houses at the Germans, the 
entire village will be destroyed. 


This was the procedure at Louvain, in 
which ill-fated city I happened to be 
when the Germans drove the Belgians 
soldiers out. The proclamations were 
posted, both by the Germans and by 
the Burgomaster, who was held as a 
hostage, along with two magistrates and 
a number of prominent citizens. Dur- 
ing the three days in which the Ger- 
man army passed through the town I 
had an opportunity of seeing how both 
the soldiers and civilians behaved. There 
was not a aingle instance that I saw 
or heard of which suggested brutality. 
The soldiers and the townspeople seemed 
to be on the most friendly relations. In 
fact, the citizens were eager to show a 
friendly spirit when they saw that the 
Germans, instead of being insolent or 
overbearing, were friendly and polite. 

The citizens were warned to commit 
no overt act under penalty of severa 
punishment, and so long as the army 
occupied the town their behavior was 
peaceable. 

Immediately after the army had 
passed, however, the sniping began, ani 
the city was destroyed. The Germans 
claim that the citizens began an attack 
in concert with an attack that originat- 
ed in Antwerp, and that light signals 
from Antwerp started the fighting. 

Find Damdums on English. 

The Germans accuse the English of 
using dumdum bullets. At Maubeuge a 
number of English prisoners were found 
to have Ely .450 cartridges, such as are 
used in big game shooting. They are 
lead bullets, with emal! copper tip, which 
mushrooms the lead when it strikes a 
body. One of these bullets was shown 
me here in Aix La Chapelle, and it was 
said to have been found on a British 
prisoner. 

Other atrocious charges are made by 
the Germans. Yesterday I talked with 
a young German soldier in a hospital. 
His name is Wolfgang Koecher and he 
is the son of a professor at Madgeburg. 
He is 19 years old and belongs to the 
Seventy-fourth Infantry of Hanover. 
The story of his experience is interest. 
ing. 

He was wounded at Liege on Aug. 6. 


| His company was practically wiped out. 
He, with 13 other wounded Germans, was 
taken to a Belgian hospital. and re- 
mained there five or six days, until the 
Germans occupied the town. 

While he was in the hospital the wife 
of the doctor told the wounded Germans 
that if anything happened to her broth- 
er, who was a soldier in the Belgian 
army, she would poison all of them, 


Wounded Afraid to Eat. 
After this threat the wounded men 


were afraid to eat anything and would 
only drink the water they saw come 
from the faucets. When they were 
found by the Germans they were like 
skeletons, and even yesterday, when I 
saw young Koecher, he was frail and 
omaciated. 

A young girl, using a telephone in 
Dolhain, was directing the fire of the 


the shells were striking and would then 
telephone to a friend in Liege and this 
friend would report to the forts. After 
the interval necessary for the messen- 
ger to report the range would be cor- 
rected and the next shell would strike 
its target and kill many Germans. The 
loss of life to the Germans was great 
in consequence of the gir!l’s activities at 
the telephone, but the girl, when discov- 
ered, had to pay with her life.

A Belgian doctor who 
had been using carrier pigeons for the 
same purpose was executed when dis- 
covered. 

To return to our adventures on the 
French frontier, from which I have di- 
gressed, we continued our way toward 
Maubeuge, only a few miles away, hop- 
ing to arrive before night fall at a spot 
from which we might see the action 
which we were now hearing so dis- 
tinctly. 

We drove through Hantes Wiheries, 
the scene of a furious fight two days 
before, and continued on till we reached 
a little wayside tavern In a depression 
between two hills. Here we were re- 
garded with suspicion and the proprie- 
tor, a Belgian, maintained a_ gullen 
reserve. 

We went in and sat down and told 
him what we were. His family and one 
or two men regarded us silently. They 
refused to thaw out. 

The Center of Battle. 

Their nerves were still shaken by the 
stirring events they had so recently 
seen. The inn was between the French 
and German artillery and shells had 
screamed over it. By turns they had 
been receiving French, English and 
German soldiers, so that they found it 
hard to adjust themselves so quickly to 
the change. 

When we arrived they thought we 
were Englishmen, and our professions of 
Americanism apparently seemed not to 
be convincing. For a quarter of an 
hour we remained there trying to get 
information. 


The French were only two or three 
miles to the south, across the border, 
while the Germans were off to the 
southward at Beaumont, or near it 
The Germans were apparently trying to 
swing in behind Maubeuge, where the 
German artillery was shelling the forts. 

When we left the inn we went on to- 
ward Maubeuge. It was evident we were 
out of German territory, for we saw 
none of them. 

A Belgian boy, riding a whee! and 
wearing a long black cape, caught up 
with us as we entered the town of 
Sobre Sur Sambre, where our appearance 
created a great impression. A crowa 
followed us and swarmed about us when 
we stopped to have one of the bicycles 
repaired.

Here again we had a long discussion. 

A Belgian said he had seen a copy of 
Le Matin of the day before and that 
said America had sent an ultimatum to 
Germany, demanding that the Germans 
leave Beigian soil within &# hours.

DENIES FRENCH MISUSED 
RHEIMS CATHEDRAL TOWERS 


Searchlights to Protect Against Airships Re- 
moved in Fear Germans Might Suspect 
Broken Agreement as to Mounting Guns, 


By Richard Harding Davis. 

Published Exclusively in St. Louis by the Post-Dispatch. 
RHEIMS, Sept. 21.—There is always the weaker brother who, says, 
“There are two sides to every question,” to satisfy himself concerning 
the destruction of the cathedral here. I will first give what will prob- 
ably be the German apology. Only one is conceivable. That is that the 
French army used the towers of the cathedral as points of obserygtion. ~ 
They did not. 
The French and the German staffs mutually agreed that on the 
towers of the cathedral no quick-firing guns should be placed and by 
both sides this agreement was observed. After entering Rheims, to 
protect the innocent citizens against bombs dropped by German airships, 
for two nights a searchlight was used in the towers, but, fearing this 
might be considered a breach of agreement as to the mitrailleuses, the 
searchlight was withdrawn. Five days later, during which tim@ the 
towers were not occupied and the cathedral had been converted inte a 
hospital for the German wounded and Red Cross flags were hanging 
from both towers, the Germans opened fire upon the cathedral. 


Abbe Calls for Volunteers. 

This afternoon, two days later, when, with the Abbe Chinot, I 
spent three hours in what is left of the cathedral, they still were shelling 
it. Two shells fell within 25 yards of us. This morning the indigna- 
tion of the world at this latest atrocity reached the Berlin Foreign 
Office. That the bombardment could continue shows the value the Ger 
man army placed on the opinion of the civilized world. 

For some months the northeast tower of the cathedral has been 
under repair and surrounded by scaffolding. On Saturday afternoon a 
shell set fire to the roof of the cathedral. The fire spread to the scaffold- 
ing and from the scaffolding to the wooden beams of the portals, hun- 
dreds of years old. Father Chinot, Abbe of the chapel of the cathedral. 
young, alert and daring, ran out upon the scaffolding and tried to cut the 
cords that bound it. : 

In other parts of the city the fire department was engaged with 
fire lit by the bombardment and, unaided, the flames gained upon him. 
Seeing this, he called for volunteers and, under the direction of the 
Archbishop of Rheims, they carried on stretchers from the burning 
building the wounded Germans. The rescuing parties were not & min- 
ute too soon. Already from the roofs molten lead, as deadly as bullets, 
was falling among the wounded. The blazing doors had turned the 
straw on which they lay into a prairie fire. 


Archbishop Protects Germans. 

Splashed by the molten lead and threatened by falling timbers, the 
priests, at the risk of their lives and limbs, carried out all but one of 
the wounded Germans, 60 in all. 

But, after bearing them to safety, the charges were confronted with 
a new danger. Inflamed by the sight of their own dead, 400 eftizens 
having been killed by the bombardment, and by the loss of their cathédral, 
the people of Rheims who were gathered about the burning bafiding 
called for the lives of the German prisoners. “They are barbarians,” } 
they cried. “Kill them!” Archbishop Landreaux and Abbe ‘Chinet 
placed themselves in front of the wounded. A. 

“Before you kill them,” they cried, “you must first kill us.”

Tapestries Intact, Iron Twisted. 

I saw the Gobelin tapestries, more precious than spun gold, ththet 
while sparks fell about them, and lying beneath them were iron bolts 
twisted by fire, broken roof-trees, hallowed carvings and beams still 
smoldering. 

But the special Providence that saved the altars was not omnipotent.

Statues Mangled, Shapeless. 

Two days ago when you walked through the cathedral the scene 
was the same as it was when kings were crowned in the same sur- 
roundings.

Where once the light was dim and holy now through great breaches ip 
the walls rain splashes. The spirit of the place has gone. 

Outside the cathedral, in the direction from which the shells tame, 
for two city blocks every house is destroyed. The Palace of the Arch- 
bishop is gutted, the chapel and the robing room of the kings are 
cellars filled with rubbish. Of them only crumbling walls remain. And 
on the south and west the facades of the cathedral and flying buttresses 
and statues of kings, angels and saints are mangled and shapeless.

“No Measures Can Be Taken to Save Life Which 
Prejudice the Military Situation,’ Declares 
Admiralty, Discussing Lesson Pointed Out 
by North Sea Disaster — Officers Praise 
Crews for Bravery and Sacrifice. 


LONDON, Sept. 26.—The Admiralty has made public the 
reports of two commanders, telling how the British cruisers 
Aboukir, Hogue and Cressy were sunk by a German submarine or 
submarines in the North Sea Tuesday morning with a loss of nearly 


60 officers and 1400 men. 


In a statement accompanying the report, the Amiralty estab- 
lishes the rule that in the future a disabled ship must be: left 
to its own resources rather than that other ships should be jeopar- 


dized by rescue work. 

The report: of Commanders Nicholson 
of the Cressy and Norton of the Hogue 
state that the Aboukir was hit by one 
torpedo and sunk in % minutes. Three 
torpedoes were fired at the Cressy, one 
of the explosives missing narrowly. She 
lasted from % to 4 minutes. The Hogue 
was struck twice, 10 to 2 seconds elaps- 
ing between the torpedoes, and went 
under in five minutes. 

The Cressy fired on the submarine and 
some of the officers were confident that 
the shots sank her. Commander Nichol. 
son says that the three torpedoes direct- 
ed against his ship might have been 
fired by the same submarine and that 
there is no real proof that more than 
one Was engaged. 

The reports show that the strictest 
discipline was maintained and that acts 
of heroism were performed.

Cressy Commander's Repert. 

The report on the sinking ef the 
Cressy, signed by ‘Bertram W. lL. Nich- 
olson, commander of the late H. M. 8. 
Cressy,’ follows: 

“Sir, I have the honor to submit the 
following report in connection with the 
sinking of H. M. 8. Cressy in company 
with H. M. S. Aboukir and Hogue, on 
the morning of the twenty-second of 
September while on patrol duty: 


“The Aboukir was struck about 6:25 
a. m on the starpoard beam. The 
Hogue and Cressy closed and took up 
a position, the Hogue ahead of the 
Aboukir and the Cressy about 4) 
yards on her port beam. As _  s0011 
as it was seen that the Aboukir was 
in danger of sinking, al) the boats were 
sent away from the Creasy and a pickei 
boat was hoisted out without steam up. 
When cutters full of the Aboukir’s men 
were returning to the Cressy, the Hogue 
was struck, apparently under the aft 
$.2 magazine, as a very heavy explosion 
took place immediately. Almost directly 
after the Hogue was hit we observed a 
periscope on our port bow about 800 
yards off. 

“Fire was immediately opened and 
the engines were put full speed ahead, 
with the tntention of running her down 
Our gunner, Mr. Dougherty, positively 
asserts that he hit the periscope and 
that the submarine sank. An officer 
who was standing alongside the gunner 
thinks that the shell struck only float- 
ing timber, of which there was much 
about, but it was evidently the impres- 
sion of the men on deck, who cheered 
and clapped heartily, that the submarine 
hed been hit. This submarine did not 
fire a torpedo at the Cressy. 

“Capt. Johnson then maneuvered the 
ship so as to render assistance to the 
crews of the Hogue and Aboukir. About 
five minutes later another periscope was 
seen on our starboard quarter and fire) 
was opened. The track of the torpedo, 
fired at us at a range of 500 to @O.yards,’ 
was plainly visible and it struck us on 
the starboard side just before the after-; 
bridge. 

Timber Thrown Inte Water. 

“The ship listed about 10 degrees to 
the starboard and remained steady. 
The time was 7:15 a.m. All the water- 
tight doors, deadlights and scuttles had 
been securely closed before the torpedo 
struck the ship. All the mess stools 
and table shores and all available tim- 
ber below and on deck had been pre- 
viously got up and thrown over side for 
the saving of life. 

“A second torpedo fired by the same 
submarine missed and passed about 16 
feet astern. About a quarter of an hour 
after the first torpedo had hit, @ third 
torpedo, fired from a submarine just be- 
fore the starboard beam, hit us under 
the No. & boiler room. The time was 
7:40 a. m. The ship then began to reel 
rapidly and finally turned keel up, re- 
maining so for about 2% minutes before 
she finally sank, at 7:55 a. m. 

“A large number of men were saved 
by casting adrift on pattern three tar- 
gets. The steam pinnace floated out 
of her clutches, but filled and sank.

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went, by Capt. Nicholson’s directions, 
to ascertain the damage in the engine 
room. The artificer engineer informed 
me that the water was over the engine 
room gratings. 

‘While endeavoring to return to the 
bridge the water burst open the star- 
board entry port doors and the ship 
heeled rapidly. I told the men in the 
port battery to jump overboard, as the 
launch was close alongside, and soon 
afterward the ship lurched heavily to 
starboard. 

Jumps Overboard te Make Room. 

“I clung to a ring bolt for some time, 
but finally dropped on the deck and a 
huge wave washed me away. I climbed 
up the ship’s side and was again washed 
off. Eventually, after swimming about 
from various overladen pleces of wreck- 
age, I was picked up by a cutter from 
the Hogue, Coxswain L, S. Marks, which 
pulled about for some hours picking up 
men and discharg'ng them to our picket 
boat and steam pinnace and to the Dutch 
steamers Flora and Titan, and rescued 
this way Commander Sells (of the 
Aboukir), Engineer-Commander Stokes, 
with legs broken; Fleet Paymaster El- 
dred and about 1® others. 

“Finally, about 11 a. m., when we 
could find no more men fn the water, we 
were picked up by the Lucifer, which 
proceeded to the Titan and took off 
from her all our men except about 
who were too {ll to be moved. 

“A Lowestoft trawler and the two 
Dutch ships, Flora and Titan, were ex- 
traordinarly kind, clothing and feeding 
| our men. My boat’s crew oonsisting 
mainly of Royal Naval Reserve men, 
pulled and behaved remarkably well. I 
particularly wish to mention Petty Of- 
ficer Halton, who, by encouraging the 
men in the water near me, undoubtedly 

saved many lives.

“A Dutch sailing trawler sailed close 
by but went off without rendering any 
assistance although we signaled to her 
from the Hogue. 

“The Aboukir appeared to me to take 
about 3. minutes to sink, floating bot- 
tom up about five minutes. The Hogue 
turned turtle very quickly—in about five 
minutes—and floated bottom up for sev- 
eral minutes. A dense black smoke 
was seen in the starboard battery.

‘The Cressy I watched heel over from 
the cutter. She heeled over to star- 
board very slowly, denge black smoke 
issuing from her when she attained an 
angie of about 9% degrees, and she took 
a long time from this angle until she 
floated bottom up with the starboard 
screw slightly out of the water.

CARRANZA EXPECTS 


MORE FIGHTING 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—Further 
fighting was predicted by Gen. Car- 
ranza today to the Diplomatic Corps 
in Mexico City, according to official 
advices to the State Department. 

The First Chief explained to the 
diplomatists, who gathered at his re- 
quest, that Zapata had refused to at- 
tend or send delegates to the national 
convention called for Oct. 1 and that 
his forces were active in the south 
He also described in detail events 
leading up to the rupture with Gen.

guarantee. 


Villa to Get Much Aid.

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Would Be Unfortunate; Statement in Part Like 
Sir Lionel Garden’s Repudiated Interview. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26.—Alexandre de 


Stalewski, Russian Minister in Mexico, 
just before sailing on the Olympic to- 
day, gave an interview that, coincided 
in the main part with that given by Sir 
Lionel Carden, the retiring British Min- 


ister to Mexico, when he sailed on the 
Celtic, on Sept. 16. 

Despite the fact that Sir Lionel’s re- 
marks were called to the attention of 
Secretary Bryan and brought forth a 
repudiation of responsibility for them 
from Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, British Am- 
bassador to Washington, as far ag the 
British Government was concerned, the 
Russian Minister to Mexico talked free- 
ly on the same subject. 

Sir Lionel, in referring to President 
Wilson’s decision to withdraw the United 
States troops from Vera Cruz, called it 
a “desperate shame that the United 
States has seen fit to abandon the decent 
people of Mexico when they most need 
help,”’ and said there is no government 
in Mexico. 

Says Country Is in Disorder. 

The Russian Minister was a little less 
blunt in his words. He said the with- 
drawal of the United States troops 
would be unfortunate, and that the 
whole country is in 4 great state of dis- 
order. 

“There no form of stable Gov- 
ernment outside of Mexico City and 
Vera Cruz,” he said in reply to a 
question as to conditions there. “The 
whole country is in a state of great 
disorder. Carranza has powerful 
political influence, he is a great po- 
litical leader, but Villa controls the

OF CERMAN SUGAR 


Declare Holland Is Taking Vast 
Supply for Resale Under 
Neutrality Protection. 


Reports that Germany is market- 
ing its entire beet sugar crop, about 
30 per cent of the world’s supply, to 
i Holland merchants, who resell to the 
| world under the protection accorded 
citizens of neutral nations, is given 
by St. Louis grocery jobbers as the 
principal reason for the decline in 
Sugar, which dropped another cent 
at the close of the week. 

Sugar is now selling under $6 a 
hundred pounds. It sold for $8 on 
Aug, 15, when the highest price was 
reached. This same sug@#r was quoted 
by wholesalers at around $4.50 a hun- 
dred before the European war began. 

Merchants say the reduction in 
wholesale price is reflected with Yair 
accuracy by retailers, who now are 
selling from 16 to 18 pounds for a 
dollar, instead of 12 pounds. Last 
Monday the wholesale price of sugar 
was from $7.40 to $7.60 a hundred. 
By Wednesday it had dropped to 
36.70, and was quoted below $6 yes- 
terday.

Prosecuting Attorney Lashly to 
Decide Monday Whether Evi- 
dence Warrants Action. 


Six new applications for warrants 
against Beverly C. Stevens of 6280 


Washington boulevard, the real estate 
dealer now on $10,000 bail on an embes- 
glernent charge, are receiving the at- 
tention of Prosecuting Attorney Lashly 
of St. Louis County. 

Lashly will finish his investigation of 
the evidence tomorrow and then will de- 
termine whether the evidence justifies 
the issuance of warrants or whether he 
will present the cases to the special 
grand jury when it meeta Oct. 18. 

Tt was reported yesterday Stevens 
would take a change of venue from &t. 
Louis County in the embezzlement case 
on the ground that residents of the 
county were prejudiced against him and 
he could not obtain a fair trial.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26.—That a mo- 
nopoly has cut in half the price pajd 
Southern farmers for cotton seed was

ASK HIGH INTEREST 


Writes Chairman of New York 
Clearing House That Seven 
Per Cent Was Demanded. 


By Wire From the Washiegten Ba- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, BSept. 26-—-In a 
telegram sent by Secretary McAdoo 
today to A. H. Wiggin, chairman of 
the Clearing House Committee of 
New York, the Secretary backs up 
his statement issued yesterday that 
certain natiénal banks in New York 
City are charging correspondents 
throughout the country 7 and 8 per 

cent interest on loans. 

The telegram of Secretary McAdoo 

to Chairman Wiggin was sent in re- 
sponse te one which was received 
by the Secretary from the Clearing 
House Committee denying that banks 
in New York had’‘sbeen guilty of 
eharging ecxorbitant interest rates. 
reads: 
“Replying te your telegram re- 
ceived last night, as a specific in- 
atance I am infermed by a large 
bank in the Seuth that two banks in 
New York City have charged it 7 
per cent en loans aggregating in 
each case more than a quarter mil- 
lion dollars. As its usual ih. such 
cases, the complainant naturally does 
not wish to have his identity dis- 
closed, but if these banks deny hav- 
ing made such loans at 7 per cent 
interest I will take the matter up 
with the Squthern bank to which I 
refer and get further details. 

‘J am pleased with the assurance 
in your telegram that the New York 
Clearing House will use its influence 
to correct any unjustified or un- 
reasonable charges on the part of 
its member banks, and I appreciate 
the spirit which its manifested in 
your statement that {fs the desire 
of New York to set am example that 
cannot be criticised.” 

The telegram from Chairman Wig- 
gin to the Secretary read: 

“Your telegram received. Except 
on some Weall street loans and on 
paper placed by brokers, the rates 
charged to customers and to corre- 
spondents by New York banks does 
not exceed 6& per cent. Please give 
us the specific Instance to which you 
refer and while we have no author- 
ity to control the rates of interest 
charged, if there is any action that 
is unjustified or unreasonable we 
will use our tnfluence to correct it. 
It is the desire of New York to set 
an example that cannot be criti- 
olsed.”

Mr. and Mrs. Max Littmann of 4904 
| McPherson avenue, and their daughter. 
Sophie, who returned Thursday from 
Germany, told a Post-Dispatch reporte” 
yesterday of their observations in Ger- 
many during six weeks following the 
first declaration of war. 

The Littmanns returned on the Nieuw 
Amsterdam of the Holland-America 
Line, where they bought first-class pass- 
age and were assigned to improvised 
sleeping rooms partitioned off fn the 
hold. Here the rats ran across the beds 
and the floors, Miss Littmann said, fol- 
lowed by cats set free to catch them. 
Because of the combination she and her 
mother slept on deck, rolled up in blan- 
kets, every night during the homeward 
voyage. 

Miss Littmann had been visiting rela- 
tives in Mets and Karisruhe for five 
months, and her parents landed in Ger- 
many July 19. 

Every man was eager to go to war 
as soon as the call for volunteers was 
issued, Miss Littmann said. The wom- 
en, too, trained tn a military atmos- 
phere, forgot their personal emotions in 
the universal feeling of patriotism, and 
their tears were conquered by pride as 
they sent their brothers, husbands or 
sons to the front. 

Germans Eager te Fight. 

Men who were refused service by the 
officers because of physical. imperfec- 
tions or because the regiments were full, 
fell to their knees to beg that they be 
allowed to fight for their country, Miss 
Littmann said that many native Ger- 
mans, refused because they were natur- 
alized American citizens, tmplored the 
recruiting officers to allow them to en- 
list. 

No pall was cast over the men by the 
fact that they were going away to fight, 
Miss Littmann said, but instead they 
were happy and spent their time sing- 
ing German songs. The last thing that 
was heard as they departed for the front 
was the final line of a German national 
song, “In der Heimat, in der Heimat, 
da giebt’s ein Wiedersehen.’’ (In the 
Fatherland, in the Fatherland, there we 
shall meet again). 

Mra. Littmann told how an infuriated 
Russian woman started a general riot 
in Baden-Baden the night Germany de- 
clared war on Riissia. A Russian family 
had rooms on an upper floor of one of 
the hotels there.

Auditor Holds Up Payroll for 
Ruling on Increases: Under 
New Charter. 


Citv Auditor Sheehan yesterday 
asked City Counselor Baird for an 
Opinion on the amount of salary to 
be paid to city officials elected prior 
to the adoption of the new charter, 
who, under the charter, retain cor- 
responding positions at increased sal- 
artes. 

The question was raised when 
President Kinsey of the Board o% 
Public Service, certifying the firet

his own salary at $8000 a year. Kin- 
sey was elected April, 1913, as presi- 
dent of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, at a salary of $5000 a year. 

Sheehan says the courts have held 
repeatedly that under the State Con- 
stitution and statutes the salary of 
an offictal shall not be raised during 
his term of office, and that he will 
hold up Kinsey’s salary pending 
Baird’s opinion. 

The salary of the City Comptroller 
also was raised by the charter from 
$5000 to $8000, but City Comptroller 
Player placed his name on the pry- 
roll at only $5000 a year, while Mayor 
Kiel said he expected to serve vut 
his term at $6¢00, although the char- 
ter increases the Mayors salary to 
$10,000. 

Sheehan said if one official is en- 
titled to the increase, all are, and 
that he will pay none of the salaries 
involved until he has an opinion from 
Baird.

Careiul Digest of Census Bureau Report Shows 
That Cost Stated in First Pubiicity Was Not 
Supported by All of the Figures.

The Census Bureau nas just pub- 
lished a bulletin reporting on elec- 
tric lighting in the United States, 
giving figures for 1902, 1907 and 1912 
These figures afford a basis, neither 
exact nor complete as to commercial 
plants, for a comparative study of 
the cost, efficiency and success of 
and commercial lighting 
and power plants. Using the stated 
totals of gross income and of output 
in kilowatt hours as a basis of com- 
putation, persons interested in decry- 
ing munielpal ownership procured 
publicity for the following statement: 

Electricity produced in_ the 
municipally owned central sta- 
tions of the United States during 
the year 1912 cost the users of 
heat, light and power 4.27 cents 
per kilowatt hour. The production 
cost the central stations 3.1 cents 
per unit. 

During the same year the pri- 
vately owned stations had an in- 
come showing that they sold elec- 
tricity at an average rate of 2.53 
cents per kilowatt hour. The 
ost was a little more than 1.9 
cents per kilowatt hour.

[It is not true, as a little further 
Study of the bulletin discloses. The 
“joker” is in the item of “free serv- 
ice.” The bulletin states: 

It frequently happens that no 
cash income is derived by mu- 
nicipal stations for electrical en- 
ergy used in lighting streets and 
public buildings. In order, how- 
ever, that the tncome shown in 
this report: may approximate the 
total consumption of electrical 
energy by all stations, the sched- 
cc egg that the income for 
service of this character fur- 
nished by municipal stations be 
estimated on the basis of what 
would have been charged for 
Similar service by commercial 
companies in nearby localities. 
Commercial companies sometimes 
rendered free service in consid- 
eration of franchise or other 
privileges, and the income for 
this service also was estimated 
im like manner and included in 
the total. 

In other words, municipal stations 
were required to debit themselves with 
income which they didn’« get for this 
free service, and were required to base 
that make-believe income on_ rates 
charged by commercial companies The 
result belng, of course, to make the ap- 
parent unit rate of municipal stations 
higher than their actual rate. 

Two Kinds of Free Service. 
Commercial companies in 1912 sold 10,- 

990,436,275 electrical units; their total rev- 
enue was $278,317,150, making their appar- 
ent selling rate 2:53 cents per unit. Their 
‘free service’’—not in fact free, but giv- 
et1 @S payment for franchise or other 
privileges—totaled only $513,644, or less 
than one-fifth of 1 per cent of their total 
revenue, . 


Municipal plants sold 587,326,730 units. 
Their total apparent revenue was $23.- 
218,989, fixing their apparent sell- 
ing rate at 27 cents per unit. 
But the municipal plants gave 
actual free _ service, lighting public 


Streets and buildings, amounting to $4,- 
469,351, or nearly 20 per cent of their ap- 
parent revenue. Their actual income 
was $18,749,638, for 537,526,730 units, fixing 
their true selling rate, to their private 
patrons, at 3.48 cents per unit. 

Similarly, in order to show production 
cost of 3.1 cents per unit in municipal 
rlants, one must adopt the Census Bu- 
reau’s plan of including in their expense 
account a charge for taxes equal] to 
what commercial plants of like value 
would have paid, but which the mu- 
nicipal plants in fact didn’t pay. Actual 
production cost {n municipal plants, as 
nearly as it can be got at from the 
bulletin’s figures, .was less than 2.50 
cents per unit. 3 

The Census Bureau’s bulletin, oddly 
enough, penalizes the municipal plants, 
in contrast with the commercial] plants, 
both coming and going, and by so doing 
tempts hasty generalizers to false con- 
clusions, 


Cost Higher in Small Plants. 


Small plant production, efficiency 
being equal, Inevitably must show a 
higher unit cost than in big plants. Pri- 
vate capital operates all of the very 
large plants, all but two or three of the 
large plants in cities of the second and 
third classes, and nearly all of the huge 
hydroelectric plants in which, water 
power being the basis, production cost 
is lowest. Nearly all of the municipal 
plants are small, tn small cities and 
towns. 

No census was needed to prove that 
the average unit cost in a large num- 
ber of small plants, few of them having 
access to water power, would, with 
equal efficiency, be higher than the 
average unit cost in a group of mixed 
small, medium, large and very large 
plants, many of them using water in 
place of coal, oll and gas fuel. It 
couldn’t possibly be otherwise. What 
the bulletin’s figures do appear most 
conspicuously to prove, is that superior 
efficiency in the municipal plants has to 
some extent offset their handicaps of 
inferior size and more expensive fuel. 
Municipal plants have increased from 
815 in 1902 to 1562 in 1912, or 91.7 per cent, 
while commercial plants have increased 
from 3620 in 1902 to 6221 in 1912, or only 
44.2 per cent. 

Municipal plants have increased their 
sales, both for municipal account and to 
private éustomers, much faster than the 
commercial companies. Percentages of 
total increase, in both branches of the 
business, 1902 to 1912, are given as fol- 
lows:

Gains in Other Source. 

The comparison of percentages of gain 
in current sold to private customers ifs 
even more favorable to the mun‘<ipal 
plants They gained 883 pei cent in 
number of arc lamps supplied for mu- 
nicipal account, as against a gain of 
only 960.2 per cent by the commercial 
companies; they gained 22.7 per cent in 
arc lamps supplied to private customers. 
arainst a loss of 12.9 per cent by the 
commercial companies, and they cained 
8474 per eent tn the number of incan- 
dexcent lamps supplied to private cus- 
tomers. against a gain of S18 for the 
commercial companies.

William Angus Brogo Montagu, Duke of 
Manchester, mixing himself up in a bal- 
ly business enterprise and apparently 
coming a deuce of a cropper, the old 
dear—the $1,000,000 worth of “educationa? 
moving picture” stock he so engagingly 
offered his Newport millionaire friends, 
along with his gold-tipped cigarettes, 
selling none, mark you, and his lovely 
mahogany fixtures being rudely dis- 
mantied and taken away by the tnstall- 
ment men from his East Forty-first 
street offices, and his beleaguered Grace 
getting his bank accounts awfully 
mixed, so that some of the checks came 
back marked for lack of funds, which 
some checks have such a stupid habit of 
doing. So His Grace went away for ea 
bit of a fortnight’s rest. 

But His Grace will be back in a 4ay or 
two—at the Rits-Cariton, where he usu- 
ally stays—to fix up the matter of some 
protested checks with the lawyer of a 
Broadwey florist. Capt. Peter Droufl- 
lard of 32 Rector street and some other of’ 
His Grace’s friends, having held a con- 
ference, say that all the little annoying 
matters that have befallen Manchester 
gince he tried to imitate clever American 
promoters will, in the end, be fairly and 
equarely adjusted. 

Merrted Helen Zimmerman. 

Manchester, in March, 1996 married 
Miss Helen Zimmerman of Cincinnati, 
daughter of the wealthy BDugene Zim- 
merman. But father-in-law, it appears, 
wasn't asked to buy any of the Interna- 
tional Educational League’s stock which 
His Grace sought to float. 

Interviewed by the Post-Dispatoh, 
Zimmerman laughed heartily when 
told of the collapse of the movie con- 
cern and more heartily when told his 
noble son-in-law was reported to 
have dropped $2,000,000 of his money 
in the enterprise. 

“The Duke never mentioned the 
matter to me tn the way of suggest- 
ing that I invest,” said Mr. Zimmer- 
man. 

“It ts absurd te suppose that he 
lost $8,000,000 {n any sort of enter- 
prise. He didn’t have it te lose. He 
didn’t lost $2,000,000 and I am doubt- 
ful if he lost $200. 

“I believe that A. §. White, foer- 
merly of this city, wae connected 
with him in the moving picture en- 
terprise. At least I used to see them 
together. I do not know where the 
Duke is, for I have not heard. from 
him for at least a week.” 

Minister Tells of Deal. 

The Rey. Dr. William Carter, for- 
mer pastor of the Madison Avenue 
Reformed Church, an incorporator of 
the Educational League, was reported 
as having said that the only capital 
that the Duke had brought in was 
$18,000 secured from A. 8. White of 
White & Co., bankers, at 30 Pine 
street. But Mr. White told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter neither he nor his 
brother, Rollin W. White, had put 
any money into the enterprise. 

Mr. White said the Huropean war 
seriously crippled the Duke ef Man- 
chester’s plans. 

“tT understand he has offered his 
services to his Government,” said Mr. 
White, “and I think he deserves 


credit for his patriotism.” 


Capt. Peter Drouillard alse speke 
in terms of warm friendship of the 
Duke 

“He's a charming fellow. He had 
a good idea for his moving picture 
company, but he doesn’t know the 
value of money and he really hadn’t 
the cash to see the thing through. 
Of course, he has assets, but none in 
this country. His potential assets 
through the estate of his mother are 
considerable, but the failure of H. B. 
Hollins & Co., occasioned the loss of 
$2,000,000 or so. The Duke hag a lot 
of friends and I'm sure he'll pull 
through.” 

Got Promises, We Meney. 

Tt is understood thet after Man- 
chester had shown his daylight mov- 
ing pictures at Newport he returned 
to this city, saying he had practical- 
ly succeeded in selling nearly half @ 
million dollars’ worth of stock. But 
the promises of his wealthy American 
friends failed to materialize. | 

Capt. Droulllard said the Duke had 
been misled by such promises te write 
checks on « slender bank accownt and 
the mix-up resulted, 

One of the creditors is Thomas F. 
Galvin, Ine, a Fifth Avenue flortst, 
whose attorney {ts Louis F. Pearl. 

"We chased the Duke for weeks,” 
Attorney Pearl said yesterday, “be- 
fore he paid us a $250 check on ac- 
count of a $728 bill. Finally he gave 
us another check for $260 on the Em- 
pire Trust Co. This check was pro- 
tested. I then resolved on a suit and 
the action was taken today. My last 
assurances were that the Duke would 
return to thie city at once to look aft- 
er things.”

SEEKS $20,000 ON 
ACCIDENT POLICIES 


Refuses to Believe Lawyer 
Found Dead in Office Killed 
Self Intentionally. 


‘ 


HAD $40,000 ON _ LIFE 


Attorneys Think Companies May 
Have Difficulty in Disproving 
Woman’s Assertion. 


On the determination of whether Car] 
Otto, an attorney, who was found dead 
jast Sunday in a room adjoining his 
offices in the Columbia Building, inten- 
tionally killed himself, will depend the 
collection of approximately $25,000 of ac- 
cident insurance he carried. 

A loaded revolver was by Otto's side 
when his body was found. A Coroner’s 
jury the following day returned a ver- 
dict that he killed himself. 

Mrs. Sadie Otto, according to friends 
and an attorney who has assisted her, 
refused to believe her husband intended 
to end his life, and contends his death 
Was due to an unexplained accident. 

The day after his death she and the 
attorney examined his office for valua- 
ble papers and for any communication 
which might explain his death. The at- 
torney said they discovered nothing 
which would indicate Otto had contem- 
plated ending his life, but they found 
insurance policies on his life totaling 
between $40,000 and $50,000. About half 
of this amount was In accident policies. 

The regular life policies will be paid 
without question Proof that he had 
killed himself, however, has been held 
to relieve an insurance company of li- 
ability on an accident policy. 

Friends of Mrs. Otto, who exam- 
ined the body? said that there were 
no powder burns on it, and this, 
they contend, supports the theory 
that the revolver was not close to 
his head when discharged, They 
have advanced the theory that he 
might have been examining the re- 
volver when it was accidentally 
discharged, or that he might have 
dropped it and that it exploded when 
it struck the floor.

Otto’s friends say that his affairs 
were in good condition. He told a 
lawyer the day before his death that 
ine past year had been the most 
profitable of his career. This law- 
yer said Otto displayed no sign of 
worry and was laughing and joking. 

Witnesses at the Coroner’s inquest, 
who saw Otto only a few minutes 
before his death, said he was in 
#004 epirits, and Mrs. Otto said that 
when he departed from home the 
morning of his death he was in his 
usual jovial frame of mind. 

. Defeated tn Primary. 

Mrs. Otto and the attorney who 
accompanied her to her husband's 
office found in addition to the in- 
surance policies some notes and sev- 
eral uncashed checks. 

Otto’s will, filed yesterday for 
probate, bequeaths $1 to each of his 
two children and the residue of his 
estate to his, wife. It was written 
Nov. 22, 1811. Otto owned the resi- 
dence at 5745 Clemens avenue, where 
he lived. He was a Democrat and 
had been a candidate for nomination 
for Circuit Judge at the last pri- 
mary.

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PROF. HELLER LOST | 
WRITINGS, WORK OF 
A YEARS. IN EUROPE 


Washington University Instruct- 
or Had Completed Manuscript 
for Three Books. 


HIS MONEY WAS eevee: 

St. Louisan Failed to Recover | 
Baggage in War Zone; Was 
Suspected of Being a Spy. 


Otto Heller, professor of German at. 
Washington University, is telling his 
friends what is perhaps the champion 
hard luck story among those related by 
Americans who were abroad at the be- 
ginning of the war. 


In traveling from Germany into Bel-' 


gium he lost two suitcases which con- 
tained the completed manuscripts of 
three books, to which he had devoted 
four years of labor. Then, after he had 
obtained needed money from the Amer- 
‘gan Relief Committee in London, it was 
stolen from his pocket as he was board. 
ing the steamship St. Louis at Liver- 
pool. 

One of the books was entitled “Mys- 
tics,” and discussed the works at Mae- | 
terlinck, Strinberg, Tolstoi and Nietz-- 
sche. Another was a text-book of one. 
of the German classics, edited for col- , 
lege use. The third had as Its subject 
the life and works of Charles Seals- 
field, a German-American, whose novels 


of life in the United States had a pop- | ff 


ular vogue in Germany during the first 
half of the nineteenth century, but have 
since fallen almost into oblivion. The 
purpose of the book was to revive i1.- 
terest in Sealsfield. It was to have 
been published by the Society for the 
Promotion of Art and Science and Lit- 
erature in Germany. 


Second Manuscript Loss. 


Prof. Heller says that in case the 
manuscripts are not recovered he wili 
attempt to rewrite “Mystics” and the 
text book, but not the work on Seals- 
field, as the demand for tt has been de- 
etroyed by the war. This is the second 
time such a calamity has befallen him, 
for in 1900 several of his manuscripts, 
to which he had given three years’ toil, 
were burned in a fire at the custéms 
house in Amsterdam. 

The outbreak of the war found him In 
Rothenberg, Germany. On July 31, giv- 
ing up his plan to attend the Wagnerian 
festival at Bayreuth, he boarded a train 
for Herbesthal, on the Belgian frontier. 
So crowded were the cars with refugees 
and soldiers that he was compelled to 
check his suit cases, which, besides his 
manuscripts. contained his watch and 
his clothes. 

Reaching Herbesthal] the next morning, 
he found his baggage had not arrived on 
his train. He waited several hours in 
the hope that it would come, but in vain. 

The war situation was becoming so 
grave he could delay no longer, and 
took a train which bore him through 
Liege to Antwerp. There, after aid had 
been refused him by the American Con- 
sul, he borrowed enough money from 4 
hotel keeper to get to England, and went 
to Ostend to catch a boat to Dover. 


Under Suspicion as Spy. 


In London, as well as on the Conti- 
nent, he found his traveler’s checks use- 
less, and was compelled to appeal to 
the American Rellef Committea. He 
could get passage home only in the 
steerage. With 600 or 700 other Amer- 
leans he was crowding aboard the ship 
when he felt a hand in his hip pocket. 
He wheeled about, but the pickpocket 
had vanished, together with his purse 
It contained his traveler’s checks and 
$75 in cash. 

While tn London he met EB. P. Gas- 
ton, an American journalist, who, on 
hearing a number of Americans com- 
plain that they had lost their baggage 
in the rush from the Continent, volun- 
teered to try to recover it. They raised 
a sum of money and sent him to the 
Continent. Prof. Heller received a post 
card from Gaston after he reached New 
York, stating that he was in Cologne 
and had recovered a quantity of bag- 
gage, but not the St. Louisan’s manu- 
scripts. 

Prof. Heller was born tn Germany, but 
he is a naturalized American citizen. He 
had some difficulty at the police station 
in Liverpool in convincing the officials 
he was not a German spy.

miss its spirit and stick fast at its letter, like pupils who fasten 

upon the master’s fascinating tricks and foibles instead of plod- 
ding past him to seek from God their own share of beauty and truth, 
unshared before. ) 

How can we best guard ourselves from the dangers besetting every 
attempt to appropriate the blessings of marriage? : 

The chief dangers and failures of which we must take accotnt are 
two: idolatry and “hifalutinism.” The idolatrous marriage is slavishly 
content with its material and spiritual conveniences. The hifalutin mar- 
riage is a bungling of sentimental amateurs who will not learn their tech- 
nique, who try to play the game without knowing the rules. It is too high 
and mighty to notice plain, or even beautiful, facts. It parallels the 
amateur artist’s attempt to enjoy the spirit of his art when he has never 
mastered its materials or acquired its technique. It tries to loll in the 
eecond-story balcony of love’s home before it has put in the underpinning. 

One can miss the best happiness of marriage because one travels 
through it in kid gloves, Pullman cars, first-class staterooms and grand 
hetels. Rich, city-bred, voluntarily childless, one can mince through mar. 


F= Inarriage, as from every great gift, we ure meant to learn 
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riage as sightseers promenade in a forest on a graveled path with hand 
rails, sign posts and seats. On the other hand, one may know marriage 
as Kipling’s Mowgli knew the forest, because he traveled as well in the 
tree tops as on the springy ground. No one knows a tree unless he has 
climbed it, tasted its bark, felt out the spring and thrust of its limbs with 
pencil on paper, cut into it with an ax, clung to high branches in a 
rainstorm, as John Muir did in the High Sierras. So it is in marriage. 
Knowledge and skill should precede as well as follow that vision without 
which we perish. 

Marriage, then, as a great teacher and symbol, bids us, first of all, 
study the facts, learn our technique faithfully, and play the game for all 
it is worth, with no shrinking of its hard knocks, no fatuous assumption 
that we know it before we have learned it, no quailing before the twin 
giants-Success and Failure-—-who are to be enemies or friends as we 
shall decide. We follow the game wherever it leads. Good winners and 
good losers we are schooled to become, in marriage as in sport. Then 
from the springboard of reality and skill comes the leap of faith. “Thy 
God shall be my God” we say to the beauties and puzzles of marriage 
as Ruth said to Naomi and as Christian says to Jesus: “Where Thou goest 
I will go. What Thou teachest I will learn.” 
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WAS getting off the other day to a friend my 
little idea about lobsters—the idea that a lob- 
ster never gets on because he is never interested 
enought in anything except himself. He thought 
the idea that a lobster got boiled because he 
was not disinterested was very pretty. 

Then, being a Socialist, he added that he 
thought it very good of me twenty miles out 
to’ sea to tell twenty million laboring men, 
sweating away for dear life on the mainland, 
that they ought to be more disinterested. 

‘*But,’’ I said, ‘‘I have never in all my life 
told a laboring man that he ought to be more 
disinterested. Except when I am very angry or 
very discouraged I never tell people they ought 

to do things. It isn’t practical. If disinterestedness is merely a virtue | 
drop it.’’ 

[ would like to say in these columns today that 1 am not graciously pre- 
senting disinterestedness to the workmen of America through the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch as a poor, stained-glass window, church and angel affair—a 
mere decorative virtue. I am presenting disinterestedness as the highest 
known principle of energy in getting results. 

I am not willing to stand by and see it generally assumed that twenty 
million men, because they are being sucked up mind and body by machines, 
cannot be expected to have a great power like disinterestedness, do not 
nimount to enough to have it and must be cheated out of it. 

If disinterestedness is for anybody, it is for everybody. 1 would 
'e ashamed to have any myself if I didn’t believe that anybody could. 

Thinking is the primal energy in human affairs in getting things 
done, and the first and most powerful principle of energy in thinking is 
thinking of others—the power of being identified with others, of getting 
over into one’s own life all the ideas their lives have got. 

The second principle of energy in thinking is detachment—perhaps 
really a lower gear of disinterestedness—the power to untargle one’s self 
from one’s self for a few minutes at a time and see how other people feel 
nd what they are like. 

The third principle of energy is selfishness, a lower gear than either 
of the others, but necessary to hold the others together—a kind of center 
or core around which they work. 

I am presenting these three principles as principles of energy. I am 
nut saying people ought to be disinterested. 1t would be like telling people 
they ought to construct their chimmeys im a more or less verical position 
so that smoke would go up through them: It would be a perfectly true 
thing for me to say that people ought to put their chimneys above their 
tireplaces instead of under them, but it would be an understatement. 

A terrible, beautiful force like the foree of gravity should be pre- 
sented according to facts. I should be tellmg a man the truth when I 
said that he ought,.to rest his weary frame on the upper instead of the under 
side of his bed, but it, too, would be an understatement. What is worse, 
it would make him wish it wasn’t so and he would try as long as he could, 
when resting to cling on the underside of his bed. When he finally found 
it was a law of nature, a rule of energy-to le on the top side of a mattress 
instead of on the bottom, he would, if he had any sense, come up to me 
afterwards mad all through and ask why I had spent all that time yam- 
mering around him about how he ought to adapt himself to the force of 
vravity when all 1 had to do was to say quietly that it was a law of nature 
and dry up? 

When all or nearly all that any man ever hears about a virtue—dis 
interestedness for instance—is that it would be very, very pretty and be- 
coming, and that one ought to have it, it is small wonder that most people 
ure apt to look down on it. 

When virtues are presented in this vague, unbelieving way, people fee! 
somehow a little condescending : 
and hoity-toity with them. They 
take their time. 

* is plain aimple Jaw of 
nature and can be proved that 
disinterestedneas—the habit of 
thinking of some one besides 
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one’s self—is the first and most powerful known 
principle of energy. 

A man who is in the habit of thinking of 
somebody besides himself and of putting him- 
self in the place of others adds to himself the 
brains of as many people as he can put himself 
in the place of. And the man who ean do this 
gets ideas from quite a crowd of people and 
uses them for himself. 

But the man who carries this detachment 
still further and gears it up into disinterested- 
ness 1s able to give these acquired ideas a per- 
fectly free field. He uses the ideas he has got 
from other people for the people themselves, 
combines them, and becomes the leader of all 
of us—the master of all the ideas and of all the people who originally 
conceived them. This is a straight, clean law of energy. ; 

Making little moral dabs at this huge, terrible, beautiful force in na- 
ture ; telling people they ought to be good to it and have some; mussing up 
the whole matter the way we do, with mght and wrong, with sheep here 
and goats there, with moral up and down, with moral better and worse, with 
moral larboard and starboard, gets so many people started all wrong in 
their lives. For, when all is said and done, disinterestedness is nothing but 
a good, straight, clean, law of the way human nature works. 

The trouble with disinterestedness is that everybody keeps yapping 
about it. It begins early. Our dear fathers, when we take the biggest 
piece of cake, are all pointing out to us in those first unprotected years of 
our lives how beautiful and noble disinterestedness is and how one ouglit 
to have more disinterestedness and less cake. One is always hearing about 
disinterestedness at funerals and in sermons., Our dear, misguided mothers, 
after they have undressed their children and had them say their prayers, 
sit on the edge of the beds in the dark and tell the youngsters how they hope 
they are going to be nice and kind toward the force of disinterestedness. 

Kut one does not hear often enouglif of mothers or ministers who believe 
in the prineiple of Gisinterestedness enough to apply it vulgarly—to apply 
it to the plain, sensible, everyday struggle in our modern world, of having 
brains and of keeping one’s brains, and knowing who one is, and what 
one is abouts | 

Disintérestedness 1s the free stroke. Kvery one who has ever writte1 
au letter knows the difference between the free-hand stroke in penmanship 
and the cramped stroke narrowed down to each letter by itself. It is the 
disinterested man—the man who has a free field for his ideas, who is not 
always being obliged to tame his ideas down to his own life, or to make 
them mean and small enough to fit just one man, who learns to be a great 
practical thinker. : 

There has never been a great thinker who was not rich in disinterested- 
ness, and even the little ones all have it when they are thinking hard. There 
is something about real honest thinking that makes a man big and generous. 
The scientist is like this. He ean’t.bether to pare an idea down to what lhe 
aud his friends could make out of it. Inventors prove the value of disin- 
terestedness, too, and so do the higher and more creative artists. ' 

The picures that cost the most in the long run, the music that has made 
the great*fortunes of singers and players and built the mighty orchestras 
and touched the hearts of cities—have all been the work of men who had 
a kind of glory about them when they were thinking, who were caught up 
and away into not being interested in themselves. 

If one wants to train 
one’s self in this world to 
stove a hole through the 
top, it is visionary and 
unpractical not. to think 
of others. :

In addition, ticy «en 
be seen floating on the water and easily destroyed by 
gun or rifle shots. Electrically fired mines are ‘1m- 
practicable except within a few miles of land. There- 
fore, in all probability, it is the anchored mine which 
the Germans are using. 

When this mine is placed in the sea, it consists of a 
spherical shell of steel containing from 100 to 500 
pounds of guncotton or other high explosives, together 
with air chambers to give it buoyancy, and its mooring 
apparatus, The chief part of this last is a heavy sinker 
which automatically detaches itself from the shell as 
soon as they enter the water. Within the sinker is a 
windlass, from which, as it descends a light but strong 
cable is unwound. 

Below the sinker is a second cable, weighted with a 
lead plummet. The plummet dives faster than the 
sinker and ‘touches the bottom first. The

Among the vessels sunk by mines in the North Sea 
since the war began was the English liner Runo, which 
had 600 passengers aboard, among them John Ray, Amer- 
ican Consul at Odessa. Twenty-seven lives were lost. 


ported that the Germans 
had .ontrived an ingenious variation of the floating 
deep-sea mine. Out in the sea the Agatha sighted what 
seemed to be a derelict life>oat, without a man on 
board. A boat was sent to investigate, and found that 
the lifeboat was serving as a buoy for several sub- 
merged mines, so arringed that if a ship came along- 
side to investigate it would likely be blown out of. the 
water. Luckily, the Agatha’s men escaped destruction 
and dismantled the decoy boat and its mines. 

Another story was told in London concerning a Brit- 
ish mine-hunting boat which captured a German mine- 
laying trawler. The English captain demanded of one 
of the captive crew that he reveal where the mines 
were which his ship laid. He declared he would die 
rather than tell. 

The captain lashed him in the bows of the vessel 
and assured him that if the ship struck a mine he would 
be the first man to be blown up. The German was so 
impressed with his own danger that he pointed out 
300 mines, which were destroyed. 


Spineless Cactus, the 20th Century Hay. 


HE prickly pear has lost his 


contact of the plummet against the sea 
bed instantly actuates a ratchet inside 
the sinker, which stops the windlass and 
locks it. The sinker then continues to 
the bottom, dragging the mine below the’ 
surface of the ocean. Whether the mine 
is two feet or 10 feet, or whatever dis- 
tance- beneath the surface may be re- 
quired, is determined by the length of 
the cable between the plummet and the 
sinker. 

Outside of the spherical shell contain- 
ing the explosive is a contact lever, or 
trigger. When a vessel strikes a mine, 
the shell, because of its round shape, 
rolls along the hull until the trigger 
touches the side.

Submarine contact mines are oiten 
placed in tandem formation.

When a ship’s bows strike the cable the 
pressure upon it draws the imner case 
from its sheath, and then, as the pull 
grows stronger, « snaps a trigger in the 
mine, which sets off the explosive. This 
type i8 called the twin mine. It is more 
useful than the single mine, as the area 
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David Griffiths and other expert agricul- 
turists of the department have ta'c«n 
these spineless varieties, planted them. 
pruned and cultivated, and found that 
under good conditions they remain spine- 
less and propagate their kind. Like hu- 
mans, they become unfriendly, cross, 
erabbed and prickly only when they lack 
the comforts of ‘life, when they are 
starved for water or burned too much by 
the sun. They demand cultivation and 
reward it. 


The spineless cactus will grow freely 
over a wide Southwestern area. At 
Brownsville and San Antonio, Tex., and 
at Chico, Cal., the Bureau of Plant In-- 
dustry of the Department of Agriculture 
have made extensive experiments in their 
growth and drawn deductions on their 
practicability as food, which have been 
¢ nbodied in official pamphlets. These 


which it impérils is determined not only 
by the space occupied by the mines 
themselves, but also by the length of the 
necting them. 

Sweeping for mines is an operation of the greatest 
danger, and several ships have recently been sunk while 
thus engaged. Two ships,.steaming in parallel lines, 
drag two cables, connected at the ends by a sweeping 
wire, which is weighted with metal kites to the bottom 
cf the sea. The wire engages the cables with which the 
mines are anchored and drags them from their places.

Some of the other vessels destroyed 
by mines were the English cruiser Amphion,*with the 
loss of three lives; the Norwegian steamer Gottfried, 
on which eight were killed; a Danish trawler, on which 
four men were killed; the English trawler Revigo and 
the Eyric, a mine sweeper, with a loss of six lives; the 
Swedish steamship, St. Paul, and the British torpedo 
boat Speedy, on which the captain and four men were 


killed.

show that while the prickly pear must 
be singed of its spines to be used for fodder, cattle 
are now grazing lazily over fields of the spineless va- 
riety. It must be remembered that the words “thorn- 
less” and “spineless” are only relative terms, says one 
of the pamphlets of the department. There is no spe- 
cies of the prickly pear entirely without an annoying, 
needle-like armature. The different species of the genus 
Opuntia have two forms of spines designated in de- 
scriptive works as “spines” and “spicules.” The plants 
discussed here are nearly free from spines. They bear 
spicules—small, fragile and easily deatched spines.

HE SUN, M. D., is scientifically 
reported as making some mar- 
velous cures of tuberculosis, 
straightening the bent spines of 
afflicted children, healing un- 
sightly lesions, penetrating the 
surface of the body and an- 

nihilating all serts of destructive bacilli. 
Ever since history began people have be- 
lieved in curative powers of sunlight, but it 
has been comparatively recently that conclu- 
sive tests have proven that it is not only 
good medication, but is alsq good surgery. 
The ancients knew something of it, for the 
Greeks exposed sick persons to the sun, be- 
lieving that benign Apollo would cure them 
of their ills. Similarly in primitive times 
people went to the forests for recuperation, 
thereby doing just what modern science be- 
lieves is the best possible thing for those 
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who are run down and fagged out. 
In more modern times, however, there grew 


a popular fallacy that exposure to cold air li:urdened by Kollier’s method, children once helpless from «isease play almost naked in snow. 


was always dangerous. Just a little more 

than a century ago a leading physician treaied con- 
sumptives by locking them up in bedrooms. with double 
doors and windows, “so that a steady temperature could 


be commanded.” Even a fireplace was bricked up. 


Unfortunately, the patients usually died before the 
learned doctor could complete his experiments. 

Nowadays our leading physicians are going back to 
the primitive. It is true they have adopted a high- 
sounding name for it—heliotherapy, which simply means 
sun-healing—but it is nothing more or less than ex- 
posing the diseased body to the direct rays of the sun, 
and the sun is effecting astonishing cures. 


So astonishing, indeed, are they that the whoie medical 
world is ringing with the news. Within the last few 
weeks no less than three important American publica- 
tions have printed long, illustrated articles about it. 
The Simthsonian Institution appointed an . investigator 
and has just published his report in a large volume, pro- 
fuse with pictures and diagrams. While the most im- 
portant sun-cure sanitariums are in Europe, the State 
of New ‘York has already established one at Coney 
Island and has acquired property for a much larger 
one. The State of Pennsylvania has at least three 


large open-air sanatoria where the sun cure is being 


used and other states are investigating the matter. 


Dr. Guy Hinsdale, prize essayist and author of the 
Smithsonian report, has just published a supplementary 
report in the Interstate Medical Journal of St. Louis. 
French and Swiss surgeons many years ago discovered 
that the. sun’s rays had a marked curative value, he 
says, but it has remained for Dr. A. Rollier of Leysin, 
who has a sanatorium in the Swiss Alps, to develop a 
thoroughly scientific course of scientific heliotherapy. 
Hinsdale declares that Rollier’s records of 1000 cures 
out of 1200 patients, most of them afflicted with some 
form of tuberculosis, is ‘‘one of the greatest contribu- 
tions to modern surgical progress and especially to the 
fight against tuberculosis.” 

“Rollier,” he goes on, “has succeeded in training his 
patients, both children and adults, by systematic and 
strict methods, adapted always to the individual case, 
so that they live in the free air of the Alps, apparently 
perfectly comfortable; the training begins with exposure 


to the air and afterwards exposure to the sunligh:. solar. 


radiation constituting heliotherapy. 


“Under no circumstauces does Rollier allow the pa- 
tient to be exposed to the sun on the same day or 
even on the day following his arrival in the moun- 
tains. According to the gravity of the case or the gen- 
eral resistance of the patient, from three to ten days 
are allowed for the acclimat‘zation to the altitude ane

“On his arrival, the patient is put to bed in a room; 
little by little the ventilators and. glass doors are 
opened and he is gradually accustomed to contact with 
the air: this is before he is exposed to the free outside 


‘The next step is to wheet the 


patient on his bed to the large 
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sun gallery or outer balconies 
adjacent to the bedroom. and 
beginning with one hour the 
first day and two hours on the 
second, and so on, he begins his 
heliotherapy, properly so called. 
The temperature record is kept, 
with the pulse and respiration; 
the blooqw and urine are ex 
amined and general conditions 
noted. He is elothed in linen 
or white flannel, accor’ling to 
the season; he wears a white 
hat and is protected from di- 
rect sunlight on the face by 
means of a screen and wears 
smoked or yellow glasses 

“And now comes the peculiar 
and interesting method of ex- 
posure. It makes no difference 
where the disease is located, 
whether in the hip, the spine gr 
the cervical glands, the invari- 
able rule is to begin with the 
feet. These are exposed at in- 
tervals of one hour, five times 
and only for a period of five 
minutes. The next day the legs 
will. be exposed and the same 
method followed; the third day.

“If the condition of the pat:ent permits, Rollier pre- 
sents first the patient’s abdomen and next his back to 
the sun, increasing the number of exposures to six or 
eight. Finally, on the sixth or seventh day he exposes 
the head and neck, with careful supervision.” 

What is it in the sun which effects cures? Opinion is 
somewhat divided, although most scientists are agreed 
that the violet rays are largely responsible. Violet rays, 
as has been well established, are germ-killing rays; in 
France and elsewhere thev are used for ridding water of 
bacteria. The first effect on the human body is to pro- 
duce a change in the ski..’s color, uwue to pigment: tion. 
Photographs of patients at Rollier’s place show the 
shade of the skin varying at different stages from white 
to a deepening copper color, and, in most cases, to a 
swarthy brown. ; 

According to Rollier, the pigmentation ig the im- 
portant element in the cure. Hinsdale quotes him as 
saying that it affords to the skin a remarkable resist- 
ance, favors cicatrization of wounds and confers a local 
immunity to microbe infections. It is believed, how- 
ever, that there are other benefits than the increase of 
pigmentation. The one thing that seems clear is that 
the actinic rays of the sun are fatal to the-tubercle 
ba-illus. 

The patients at these sanatoria soon reach the point 
where they can go for hours in the sun without bad 
effects. The head, of course, is always covered and the 
greatest care is taken that no person shall receive enough 
sunburn at any one time to endanger his general health. 

There are beds for 200 children at Rollier's institution. 
Many of these children are afflicted with bone dis- 
eases and others with surface lesions. Both are treated 
by heliotherapy. Rollier has discarded the close-fitting 
plaster casts commonly used in orthopedic inetitutions 
for looser casts, each of which has a big “window” in it 
through which the patient’s body can be exposed direct- 
ly to the sun. Only in very rare cases has it been found 
necessary to resort to the knife, even though a surgi- 
cal operation would be indicated by ordinary trestment.

HEREAS most dramatists rely upon 
the grave as a means of bringing 
their tragedies to a close—buryin: 
their heroes and heroines to have 
an end of them—David Eelasco had 
the daring imagination, in “The 
Darling of the Gods,” to go beyond 

the tomb and beautify death itself, in the loveliest and 
most affecting scene of his play. 

Upon a mausoleum in memory of his daughter 
Augusta, which has just been completed at Linden Hill 
Cemetery, Brooklyn, he has lavished the same genius 
at transmuting the pathos of the grave into peetry and 
beauty. She died three vearg ago, “snatched away in 
beauty’s bloom” at the age of 22 years. 

Day and night there burns within the tomb a massive 
lamp of carved bronze, pcur ng its rays over’ the sar- 
cophagus and illuminat ng the dar!est recesses of the 


mausoleum, This lamp, like the fire guarded by the 


Vestal. Virgins at Rome, is never to be extinguished 
Y elasco and his wife-bave set aside a fund to insure 
that beside their dead dauchter there shall te kett an 
ciernal vigil of light.

The mausoleum is a ponder- 
us pile of dark marble, sur- 
rounded by heavy, rouzh-hewn 
columfis. From the massive 
coping which rests upon the 
column arises a dome, the only 
part of the edifice visible from 
the outside, the rest being hid- 
den behind a thick hedge oi 
trees. : ‘t 

The only entrance to the - 
tomb is through a great bronze 
door. The interior walls are 
of white marble, with moss- 
green veins. The floor is in- 
laid with marble mosaics and 
iridescent glass: In each of the 
four corners are three sarco- 
phagi, 12 in ali—the future 
resting places of the Belascus. 
Each 18 of marblq with bronze 
handles.

A bronze plate, four inches wide and 12 inches long, 
which is placed under the glass windows, bears the only 
inscripticn which wiil appear in the mausoleum or its 
surrounding garden. It presents the simple legend, 
‘Belasco, 1912,” this having been the year in which the 
building of the mausoleum was begun. 

Tre tomb, which has the lines of a Greek temple, 
stands upon the crest of a hill, immediately beyond the 
entrance to the cemetery. So completely is its privacy 
shielded by its hedge of trees and shrubs that only the 
top of the dome can be seen from the cemetery gate, 
and but’ for this the observer might think himself looa- 
ing upon a dense clump of foliage. 

The plot of ground which the mausoleum occun'es 
and which determines its dimensions is circular in shape 
and 40 feet in diameter. Attached to this plot end 

opening out in a semi-circle towards the 
cemetery entrance is a fan-shaped piece 
of ground 40 feet deep. This is the tomb’s 
garden and conservatory. It has no 
formal gateway, but there is a small en- 
‘trance, half. hidden in foliage and so 
modest as almost to escape attention, 
vear one of the corners of the inclosure. 


Passing through this gate is like enter- 
ing another sphere. Walls of foliage cut 
off every glimpse of the outside world, 
and as the garden is on a hilltop, there 
is nething visible save the mausoleum 
and its garden and the sky. Walks car- 
peted with grass wind here and there, 
disclosing new vistas of solemn loveli- 
ness at every turn. There are secluded 
noo'’s, with rustic seats, in which the 
visitor may sit for hours in quiet medita- 
tion. ) 

Although this is a place of death, and 
although the mausoleum has a grim mas- 
siveness appropriate to the purpose which 
it serves, there broods over the plate a 
spirit of poetry and charm, as if death itself hag veen 
imade gracious and comely. 

Permanency, as well as beauty, was a guiding idea 
in the builcing of the mausoleum. Its concrete founda- 
tions are 12. feet deep, and their ventilating spaces are 
filled with cruched rock which will absorb all moisture. 
fhe hedge surrounding the ground conceals a circle 
of stone posts, two feet in height and embedded three 
feet in the earth. Through holes in the posts an elec- 
trically welded chain extends around the plot. Each 
heavy link was galvanized and deeply plated with cop- 
per, so that the chain is practically indestructible by the 
elements. It is Belasco’s ambition that’ in ages to 
come this funeral monument of his family will endure, 
like the tombs and arches which are still existing memo- 
rials of old Rome, or like the tombs of the Medici at 


Florence. 


A School Building for Each Grade 


HE plan of providing each grade of a public 
school with a separate building, which is 
styled the “cottage system,” has been tried at 
Colorado Springs and found to be advantage- 

ous in many ways. The individual class buildings are 
grouped about a central or administration building. 
Disturbance caused by the passing of classes from one 
room to another, or through the halls, as is common in 
most large school buildings, is in this manner eljimi- 
nated, so that no recitation is interrupted by the noise 
made by another department.

built on the ground floor without stairs or fire escapes.

in turn, beginning with the largest, and hold it there, - 


without letting it touch the side of the circle, if it can, 
for 15 seconds. If the needje wavers and touches the 
plate, an electrical connection makes the fact known by 
causing a telegraph sounder to tap. 

The audiometer is a device for testing the child's 
hearing. Two tubes, inserted in the ears, lead to a box 
in which a little trip-hammer is permitted to fall upon 
a dell. A dial controls the intensity of the sound, so 
that the faintest tap which can be heard is recorded, 
and the acuteness of the ear measured. It is so ar- 
ranged that each ear can be tested separately. 

The esthesiometer is a species of compass which. 
measures the child’s sense of touch. Delicate measure- 
ments can be made of the\distance apart at which the 
two feet of the compass produce two distinct sensa- 
tions, and at which they cause only one feeling of con- 
tact. The smallest distance at which the two sensations 
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become distinct is the diameter of a circle called the 
sensory cifcle. The smaller the circle, the more acute 
is the child’s tactual sensibility. The subject under- 
goes this test with his eyes closed. 

Still another device, the dynanometer, measures the 
force of grasp exerted by the hands, which Prof. Wallin 
says has an important bearing on the child’s develop- 
ment of intellicence. Between a normal child of 12 
years and a feeble-mind child of the same age the dif- 
ference in strength of grip may oe as much as 12 
pounds. Also, as a rule, he declares, weak-mind chil- 
dren have stronger grasp in the left hand than in the 
right. In a colony of epileptics at Jersey City he found 
that on an average the left hand had an advantage of 
from five to ten pounds of pressure over the right. 

The tapping board is a piece of wood with a metal 
plate at either end, on which the child is asked to tap 
with a needle as fast as he can in 30 seconds. The hum- 
ber of taps is recorded, and shows what psychologists 
call the child’s “speed of reaction.” 

Other kinds of the form board are the construction 
board and the picture board. The former, considered 
one of the most difficult tests, is designed to measure 
judgment and constructive capacity. Ability to perform 
the puzzle is held to indicate the child’s mental de- 
velopment is that of 12 or 13 years. The board consists 
of 11 pieces of wood, which can only be fitted together 
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of age and have the mental deve'opment of a child of 
5. These tests classify the children not aecording to, 
their actual years, but according to their mental age. 

A normal child of 5, according to the Binet-Simon 
system, should be able to count four pennies, distin- 
guish the difierence in weight between 3 and 12 grams, 
and repeat, after once hearing the sentence: “In the 
w'nter time we s’ate on the ice,’ or “I heard a bird . 
singing in the treetops.” : 

A normal cli'd of 7 years should know a penny, a. 
nickel, a dime and a quarter, copy the figure of a dia- 
mond and tell, on being shown pictures from which vari- 
ous features have been omitted, whether it is the nose, 
the mouth, the eyes or-the arms which are missing. 

At 9 years of age the child should know the date, 
giving the day, month and year; repeat the days of 
the week in 10 seconds, make change of 6 cents out of 
25 in actual money, repeat the names of the months in 
15 seconds, recognize a half dollar, a dollar, $2, $5 and 
$10, and in one minute compose a sentence using the 
words boy, river and ball, or girl, dollar and lake. 


The table of average measurements and tests: of the 
normal child used by Prof. Wallin was obtained from 
an examination of more than 100,000 normal ciildren. 
There are tables for each sex. St. Louis is one of the 
few cities in the United States to have a psycho-educa- 
tional clinic in con: ection with its public schools.

a champion I have to be on my toes all the time. I! 
titer to be in shape to win whenever I race. The next 
fellow down the ladder can afford to lose a race when 
he tackles me, because people will only say: ‘Oh, he

“TL compete in about three meets a week during each 
season, a couple of races in each meet and about six 
heats in. each race. A fellow has to have a system to 
keep that up. 

“This year I rode the fastest mile from a standing 
start that I ever traveled in my life, doing the distance 
in one minute, 55 seconds. If I rode a mile from a 
standing start in 2.03 back 12 years ago, I thought I 
was going some! 

“I’ve been getting better through 18 years of it. In 
1912 I lost only one match race in Europe, and last 
winter I went over there and cleaned up 13 matches 
straight, winning every one.

Moritz, tobogganing and walking in the snow, and by 
spring was completely restored to health. . Indeed, the 
sun cure seems to fortify the body against the extremes 
of heat or cold. Photographs taken at Roilier’s show 
children naked, except for shoes, hats and loin cloths, 
playing about ‘contentedly in the snow. 

While, in the opinion of Hinsdale, mountain sun-cure 
sanitaria seem to offer advantages over those at sea 
level, there are many of them at low altitudes which are 
also reporting marvelous cures.

The hospital at Berck Plage is on a very elaborate 
scale, costing over $250,000 for annual maintenance. The 
free access of sunlight is esteemed as the essential thing 
for the treatment of surgical tuberculosis. There are 
many long balconies designed for the sole purpose of 
carrying out the open-air method with complete ex- 
posure of the body to sunlight. - 

Patients, many of them children, are wheeled from 
their sleeping rooms upon these balconies at all seasons. 
except in bad weather or violent wind, and spend the 
entire day there. At nights the windows of their wards 
are always open to the west, facing the sea, except 
when it is stormy. Then these windows are closed 
and windows on the east side are opened. The children 
remain unclothed from morning to evening, but at night 
have a sligh€ cover. All patients not bedridden are re- 
quired to take walks on the beach and to bathe in the 
surf when the weather is warm. There is a pool within 
the buildings into which sea water is pumped and prop- 
erly heated for baths the year around. . 

Sea Breeze Hospital on Coney Island is the largest 
American institution of the kind. Here the Rollier sys- 
tem is modified in the treatment of surgical tuber- 
culosis, only the directly affected parts being exposed 
to the sunlight. Results there have been so satisfac- 
tory that the City of New York has bought 1000 feet of 
beach front to build a large institution at a total coat 
of $2,500,060.

cause it absorbs all the other 

rays of the spectrum and trans- 

mits only the red; that blue glass absorbs 
all except the blue, and so with glass of 


every other color. The fact that red ¢elass 


superimposed upon blue glass transmits 
violet light seems in contradiction of this 
teaching, according to which the red glass 
would absorb all the blue and green light 
and transmit nothing but red to the 
blue, which in turn would absorb all the 
red. 

The reason for the violet light is that 
no red glass made is of sufficiently pur- 
ity to absorb all the red and orange 
waves and no blue glass is sufficiently 
pure to absorb all the red and orange 
rays. So the red transmits a certain 
amount of the blue and green and the 
blue transmits a certain amount of the 
red and orange. Enough of the blue 
rays come through the red glass and 
enpugh of the red rays through the blue 
glass to make a nice violet or purple 
when the glasses are superimposed. 

The Scientific American describes a 
simple experiment by which you may 
prove the truth of the theory. Dissolve 
fed analine in amyl alcohol and copper 
ehloride in dilute hydrochloric acid. The 
one will give you a transparent red liquid 
that will actually absorb all the rays but 
the red; the other will gfve you a trans- 
parent greenish-blue liquid that will ab- 
sorb all the red and orange rays. If you 
mix the two liquids and sha*e them up 
they will turn black. _ But they will not 
Stay mixed and will quickly separate 
again. 


How to 


Keep in Training 


HERE does not seem to be any 
reason why a man of fair health 
should ever go out of. training. 
An agricultural laborer is com- 

pelled by the nature of his work to use 
his muscles all day, and by his scanty 
pay to live frugally, will keep himself 
strong and active at three-score-and-ten. 
That the same thing can be done without 
enforced privation or trespassing too much 
on time devoted to other cares, the up- 
right carriage of some of our oldest mil- 
itary officers, when called into emergency 
action, can testify. How should a man 
know when he is taking too much in- 
stead of too little exercise? Dr. George 
Rosenthal, am ex-President of the French 
Societe de Kinesitherapie, has just sup- 
plied us with an easy means of discover- 
ing this. If a man, he says, in the habit 
of taking regular exercise or indulging 
in active sport, at any age, finds himself 
losing sleep or becoming suddenly ira ‘ci- 
ble or even anxious without assign»ble 
cause, let him slac’en in his exercise be- 
fore he begins to lose~weight and has to 
geek.medical advice. .

chinery, but will require them to be 
treated with kerosene oil or, color- 
ing matter or im other ways that they 
cannot possibly be used for food. This 
is on the analogy of the denaturing of 


grain alcohol for use in the arts. 


A Thunderbolt Would 
Cost $298 ) 


BELGIAN engineer has _ been 
mating a novel calculation which 
he publishes in the Bulletin de 
la Societe Belge d‘Astronomie. It 
is nothing less than the value of a 
thunderbolt, in kilowatts and in cash! 

He took as the basis of his calcula- 
tions the price that the electric plants 
of great European cities charge their 
customers for current. 

Measurement of the magnetism of cer- 
tain rocks containing iron ore, he says, 
proves that the electric current which 
magnetized them must have had a 
strength cf at least 6000 amperes. In 
reality the strength of the current must 
have been much greater, sincé the rocks 
were at a considerable distance from the 
spot at which the thunderbolt fell. How- 
ever, one must be conservative in treat- 
ing of such matters, and the modest fig- 
ure of 27,800 kilowatts may be taken as 
fairly correct. 

The lowest price at which current can 
@e supplied industrially when obtained 
under the most favorable conditions, that 
is to say by hydraulic power, is one-fifth 
of a cent per kilowatt. So the minimum 
value of a thunderbolt would be $55.60. 

But the author notes that in Brussels. 
where he lives, the price of electricity is 
10 cents a kilowatt. At this figure a. 
thunderbolt would come to $2980. As the 
price of electricity varies very widely in 
different cities, according to the con- 
ditions under which it is proded, every- 
one van calculate for himre'f what it 
would cost to produce a thunderlo’t in 
the city in which he lives. 


How Tobacco Hurts the 
; Heart 


oe haar HEART” is a condi- 
tion well known to physi- 
cians. It is really a phase 
of arteriosclerosis, due _ to 
excessive smo'ing, and is generally char- 
acterized by an angina pectoris, a severe 
pain in the chest. 

That nicotine is a powerful poison has 
long been known, but there has been a 
wide civergence of opinion as to whether 
tobacco smoke contains ni¢otine or not. 
The investigations of Zulinski and Ze- 
browsi prove that it does. The quantity 
of nicotine absorbed by the body from 
tobacco smoke is probably small, and if 
smo"ing be indulged in with moderation 
it will not injure healthy adults, but when 
carried beyond the, limits of moderation 
or when indulged in by young people it 
is certain to do harm to the heart. 

Its effect is to cause a considerable 
thickening of the inner membrane of the 
coronary arteries, a pronounced degenera- 
tion of their middle coat, which is com- 
posed of muscles, and marked changes 
in the muscles that contract and expand 
the heart, thus bring about disturbances 
of its rhythmical beating. 


Pullman Seat Lounges 


ULLMAN seats with drop ends are

Dr. Edward D. Davis of the Nose, 
Th “@ad Ear Department, Charing 
Cross Hospital, London, publishes in the 
Lancet a warning of “the serious results 
which may arise from delay or failure 
to recognize the impaction of a foreign 
body in the air or food passages.” Death 
is the usual result. 

There are two tubes leading downward 
from the mouth-——the trachea, in frent,

through which we breathe, and the 
oesophagus, behind, through which we 
swallow. The former consists: of rings 
of cartilage. It bifurcates about the 
level of the fifth thoracic vertebra, 
slightly above the middle of the chest, 
and its two branches ramify into the 
multitudinous air passages of the lungs. 
At its top and back of the tongue is the 
epiglottis, which closes like a valve when 
we swallow and prevents food entering’ 
the lungs. 5 

The entrance to the oesophagus is be- 
the epigiottis. The tonsils are 
situated at the back of this gateway. 
The oesophagus leads direct to the stom- 
ach. It is slightly constricted where the 
aerta, the biggest artery in the body, 
which springs direct frem the heart as 
the canal through which the blood is 
pumped, turns oVer and around it and 
the branch of the trgechea. It V&aries 
from haif an inch to an inch in interior 
diameter and when empty its front and 
rear walls are flattened together. 

Dr. Davis cites numerous cases of for- 
eign substances becoming lodged in one 
or other of these tubes and causing :~ 
rious trouble befere ‘being discover. 
One is of a 77-year-old girl who swal- 
lowed a bit of rabbit bone. Four months 
later she was taken to the Charing Cross 
iiespital, thin, coughing and with every 
sign of bronchitis.

Careful examination showed 
the bit of bone imbedded in a mass of 
granulation tissve in the giettis.

A New Theory as 


to the Origin of 
Life ° 
HAT the green coloring matter of © 
plants, called chlorophyll, has 
mysterious power of transform- 
ing light energy into chemical, 
nergy and thus forming organic com- 
younds from inorganic is a well known > 
fact. This has seemed to some scientists 
to indicate that life had its very begin- 
ning in this action of sunlight upon in- 
organic matter. At the last meeting of 
the British Association Prof. Benjamin 
Moore and Arthur Webster reported the 
result of laberatory investigations into 
this subject. 

The action of chlorophyll is under- 
stood, though how it works is a mystery; 
but chilerophyll itself is one of the most 
complex of organic substances and its 
origin must be explained. The Scientific 
American says the authors found that 
when dilute solutions of colloidal ferric 
hydroxide, or the corresponding com- 
pound of uranium, are exposed to strdug 
sunlight, or the light of a-mercury arc, 
the same crganic compounds are formed 
as are found in the first stage in the pro- 
cess of the organic synthesis by the green 
plant, viz., formaldehyde and formic acid. 

The deduction from this would be that 
as a planet cools down first only ele- 
ments are present; these combine, firsi 
into binary compounds, then into simple 
crystalloidal salts. By union of single 
molecules into groups of fifty or sixty, 
colloids are formed. As these increase in 
complexity, they also lose their stability; 
they are easily destroyed by sudden 
change and are peculiarly sensitive to 
energy changes. The colloids take up wa- 
ter and carbon dioxide and under the 
action of sunlight produce the simplest 
organic structures. The latter continue 
to react within themselves and with in- 
organic matter, ever building up more 
complex organic colloids, till they acquire 
the property of transforming light en- 
ergy into chemical energy. Thus may 
life have originated, and may still be 
originating, by the law of molecular com- 
plexity. 

To those of us who believe that life 
had a divine origin there need be noth- 
ing disconcerting about this theory—for, 
after all, it is only a theory. The ortho- 
dox believer does not need to Know the 
details of the methods employed by the 
Almighty in creating life.

HAT malnutrition is one of the 
Most potent causes of tubercu- 
losis is proved by a report on 
the dietary of the laboring class- 
‘ef Birmingham, England, published by 
the Public Health and Housing Commit- 
tee of the Corporation of that city. Kigbty 
families were selected, in half of which 
obhe or more Inembers were suffering from 
tuberculosis, and the dietary of all was 
earefully watched and analyzed according 
to the income of the family. It was 
found that families with incomes of $7.50 
a week and over obtained a dietary ap- 
proximate to that considered sufficient 
for a man doing moderate work, which is 
given as between 3000 and 3500 calories. 
Families with incomes below $7.50 a week 
obtained a dietary below 3000 calories. 
In the tuberculosis families, no matter 
what was the income, the energy value 
of their food was always below 3000 ca- 
lories, the average being 2667 calories. 
Dr. A. E. A. Carver, who compiled the 
statistics, summarizes his eonclusions by 
pointing out that the total energy value
